ditiona.!  assistant  of  the  ragik  indicated,  in  order  that  the  business  of  the 
Department  ma:;^  be  conducted  in  a  prompt  and  effective  manner.  This  addi¬ 
tional  position  is  required  for  the  satisfactory  administration  of  the  v/ork 
of  the  Department . 
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(g)  An  increase  of  $2,368  (90^  sg.lary  oasis),  to  provide  for 
the  services  of  tvro  o.dclitional  telephone  operators.  Eraring  the  past  yec„r 
the  volnrne  of  telephone  h'o.siness  in  the  Department  has  increased  .at  an  nn- 
precedented  rate.  Dor  the  fiscal  year  1933,  the  numoer  of  government  and 
local  ontgoing  ca-lls  averaged  23,000  per  month.  Since  that  time  there  na.s 
heen  a  steady  increase,  ’.vith  the  total  of  such  calls  reaching  a  peaZ^  of 
4-2,900  for  the  month  of  December.  The  latter  represents  an  increase  of  87^ 
as  eorgeared  'rith  the  average  number  of  calls  made  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 
In  addition,  it  ha,s  been  necessary  to  increase  radically  the  period  far  the 
operation  of  the  switchboard  in  order  to  provide  service  for  the  many  offices 
operating  at  other  than  regular  office  hours. 

Change  in  Lan..uace 


The  suggested  changes  in  lan-guage  are  recommended  for  the  following 
rea.sons:

(b)  To  permit  the  deletion  of  the  authority  previously  'orovided,  for 
the  cleaning  and  guarding  of  the  buildings  of  the  Depa.rtment  in  ’Washington.

Under  the  provisions  of  Emec’ntive  Order  ilo-  6166,  of  June  10,  1933,  the 
res-^onsihility  for  the  admi..i  strut  ion  of  all  buildinrs  and  reservations  in 
Washington,  D.  C*,  previouslv  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department, 

’■'as  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  In  accordance  nith  the 
terms  of  the  Order,  the  funds  required  for  the  performance  of  the  necessary 
worh  \7ere  also  transferred.

Work  Done  Under  this  Anuropriation 

The  work  under  this  appropriartion  consists  of  correlating  and 
disseminating  useful  infonnation  and  data  developed  hy  the  economic,  emergency 
adjustment,  research,  service,  and  regulatory  programs  of  the  Department. 

This  educational  program  is  ca/rried  forv/ard  through  numerous  radio  stations, 
in  cooperation  with  the  press,  raid  oy  issuing  technical  and  popular  puhlica- 
tions.  The  Office  of  Information  handles  all  problems  affecting  the  in¬ 
formational  a.ctivities  of  the  Department,  including  the  editorial,  illus¬ 
trating,  printing,  and  distribution  pliases,  and  su^jervises  the  informational 
activities  of  the  19  bureaus  and  offices  of  the  Department.  The  Office 
cooperates  with  300  radio  stations  dotly,  which  donate  to  the  Department 
35jOOO  hours  of  time  annuallrr.  The  Office  prepares  annually  3»000  separ¬ 
ate  manuscript  radio  programs,  approximately  1,200  press  releases,  and 
edits  about  1,600  technical  and  popular  manuscripts.  The  Office  cooper¬ 
ates  with  all  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  in  maintain¬ 
ing  an  effective  national  policy  for  agricultural  information;  it  also 
coordinates  information  of  the  Department  with  that  of  the  Darm  Credit 
Administrekion,  Subsistence  Plomestee.d  Division,  Central  Statistical 
Boa.rd,  and  other  governmental  agencies.  In  the  present  emergency, 
greatest  emphasis  is  pla.ced  on  economic  adjustments  to  increase  the  buy¬ 
ing  power  of  farm  commodities.  Because  the  national  fomra  program  dej^ends 
almost  wholly  on  the  voluntary  cooperation  of  producers,  the  Department 
must  use  every  means  available  to  acquahnt  farmers  with  facts  .about  supply- 
and-demand  mohadjustments,  prices,  and  possible  remedies;  only  with  such 
facts  at  their  command  can  famners  intelligently  shape  a  program  to  im.- 
prove  their  economic  status.

The  printing  and  binding  estimates  for  1935,  while  identical  to  the 
expenditures  for  1934,  represent  a  decrease  of  $50,368  below  the  expenditures 
for  1933,  and  $376,534  below  the  expenditures  for  1932. 

Job  and  related  printing  cannot  be  postponed  to  the’  same  degree  as 
technical  and  popular  manuscripts.  Regalatory  and  certain  iriandatory  publica¬ 
tions  cannot  be  curtailed  to  the  same  degree  as  others.  Consequently,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  1932,  large  reductions  have  been  made  in  expenditures  for  technical  and 
popular  bulletins. 


Changes  in  Language 

The  insertion  of  new  language  in  the  paragraph  for  Printing  and  Binding 
is  recommended,  a.s  follows: 

(a)  The  language  "the  purcha.se  of  reprints  of  scientific  a.nd  technical 
articles  published  in  periodica.ls  .and  journa.ls"  would  ena.ble  the  Department  to 
obtain  for  distribution  copies  of  articles  which  report  results  of  economic  and 
technical  research  of  the  Department  and  which  are  usually  written  by  members 
of  the  Department'  s  staff-  'Jith  printing  funds  greatly  curtailed,  scientists 
of  the  burea.us  are  compelled  to  give  ma,ny  of  their  manuscripts  to  non-govern- 
menta,l  journals  for  original  printing  in  order  that  there  may  be  a  minimum  delay 
in  presenting  research  results  to  technical  workers  in  agriculture.  Most  of 
these  non-governmental  .journals  do  not  supply  copies  of  separates  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  but  they  can  be  purchased  at  a  nominal  charge  covering  press  and  binding 
operations.  The  Department  would  seldom  buy  more  than  two  to  three  hundred 
copies  of  such  separates.  This  practice  is  not  a  desirable  substitute  for 
officia.l  printing,  but  it  will  be  of  great  assista.nce  during  the  emergency 
period  when  printing  funds  are  curtailed; 

(b)  The  change  in  language  by  a.dding  "printing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Twelfth  International  Veterinary  Congress  to  be  held  in  the  United  States  during 
the  fiscal  year  1935,  not  to  exceed  $11,000"  is  an  authorization  needed  only  for 
the  one  fiscal  year.  Representatives  of  61  nations  will  attend  this  Congress. 
They  will  be  outst3,nding  men  engaged  in  research  and  a.dministra.tion  of  veterin- 
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ary  matters .  Carefully  prepared  papers  emtodyirng  tlie  latest  results  of 
the  inquiries  of  the  foremost  men  of  the  morld  along'  this  line  will  he  pre¬ 
sented*  The  printing  of  these  data  will  he  of  great  value  to  the  live¬ 
stock  industry  of  the  United  States.  Particularly  valuable  will  he  the 
views  of  the  various  delegates  on  the  subject  of  contagious  abortion,  a 
disease  which  is  costing  this  country  $50,000,000  a  yearn  and  which  will 
be  one  of  the  diseases  most  discussed  at  the  Congress,  -.vith  an  elaborate 
syrirposium  on  the  subject.  Ivlore  work  on  contag'ious  abortion  is  being  con¬ 
ducted  in  Great  Britain,  Germany,  Austria,  and  other  foreign  countries 
than  in  the  United  States  and  complete  scientific  informa.tion  on  this 
malady  may  save  the  expenditure  of  lo.rge  sums  of  money  in  this  country. 

To  avoid  a.sking  fer  an  i'ncrease  of  $11,000  to  cover  the  cost  of 
printing  these  uroceedings,  the  Office  ■r^f  Information  will  further  post¬ 
pone  the  printing  of  a  comparable  amount  of  its  own  manuscripts,  until 
the  fiscal  year  1936. 

Work  Bone  Under  this  Appropriation 

The  work  under  this  appropria.tion  consists  of  publishing  the  results 
of  the  economic,  scientific  research,  service,  and  regulatory  work  of  the 
Department.  Uecessary  administrative  foioiis,  letterheads,  certificates,  etc., 
are  printed.  The  various  tj'pes  of  published  material  may  be  grouped  roughly 
into  four  classifications;  Administrative  Job  Work  and  Binding;  Administra¬ 
tive  Reports,  periodicals,  and  publications;  Research  and  Technical  Publica¬ 
tions;  popular  publications.  The  first  two  groups  are  used  primarily  to  aid 
the  proper  administration  within  the  Department  itself.  Publications  falling 
within  the  last  two  classifications  are  used  to  furnish  economic,  scientific 
and  other  practical  kno'-ledge  to  farmers,  scientists,  economists,  processors, 
and  the  general  public.

*  Tne  total  for  1934  is  subject  to  a  reduction  of  25  percent,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  Executive  Order  No.  6166  of  June  10,  1933,  but  the  effective  date 
of  this  reduction  is  deferred  by  Executive  Order  No.  6221  of  July  26,  1933, 
until  60  days  after  the  convening  of  the  second  session  of  the  73d  Congress.

The  Alasha  Station  Act  approved  Feoruary  23,  1929  (U-S-C-,  Seva-'. 

VI,  title  7,  sec.  3S6c)  provides  that  the  Act  of  March  2,  1837,  as  aciend- 
ed  aad  s’c.p'ole’iaented,  acid  IcaoiVi  as  f:ie  Hat  da  Act,  and  the  Act  approved 
May  3,  1914,  and  Irnonn  as  the  Srnith-Lever  Act,  oe  and  the  same  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  Territory  of  Alaska:  "provided,  That  no  appropriations 
shall  be  made  under  this  Act  until  annually  estimated  as  to  funds  and 
amounts  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  the  estimates  to  be  based  upon  his 
det erminc.tion  of  the  ability  of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  to  make  effective 
use  of  the  funds." 


The  Puerto  Pdeo  Station  Act  approved  Ma.rch  4,  1931  (U.S-C-,  Supp . 

VI,  title  7,  secs.  3S6'd-386f),  provides  a.s  follows;  "That  beginning  ’;ith 
ths  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1933,  the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico  shall 
be  entitled  to  share  in  tine  benefits  of  the  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to 
establish  agricultural  ex-oeririent  stations  in  connection  'vith  the  colleges 
established  in  the  several  States  under  the  provisions  of  a;;i  Act  anproved 
July  2,  1852,  and  of  the  Acts  supplementary  thereto,'  approved  Ma.rch  4,  1887, 
as  amended  and  supplemented,  and  of  the  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  for 
cooperative  agricultural  extension  'rork  between  the  a guicul tural  colleges  in 
the  several  Stakes  receiving  the  benefits  of  an  Act  of  Congress  approved 
July  2,  1362,  and  of  Acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the  United  States  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Ai'riculturo,  approved  May  3,  1914,  amd  of  Acts  suop dement amy  thereto; 
Provided,  That  the  experiment  station  so  established  shall  be  connected  with 
the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  Porto  Rico  and  it  shall  be 
conducted  jointly  and  in  collaboration  ^'.uth  the  existing  Federal  experiment 
station  in  porto  Rico  in  enlarging  and  expanding  the  work  of  the  saiid  Federal 
station  on  cooperative  plans  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  and 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  coordinate  the  work  of  the  Territorial 
stations  with  that  of  the  Federal  station  amd  of  the  United  States  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  in  the  island;  Provided  further,  Tha.t  the  several  ex¬ 
periment  sto.tions  now  conducted  by  the  insulou'  government  shall  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  and  coordina.ted  with  the  experiment  sta.tion  of  the  College  of 
Agricultuz*e  of  the  University  of  Porto  Rico,  together  with  whatever  funds 
that  a,re  available  for  the  support  of  the  same,  and  the  Secretairy  of  Agri¬

To  date  no  work  has  been  done  and  no  expenditures  m.ade  under  the 
P'aerto  Rico  Station  Act.  Section  1  of  the  Act  contemplates  certain  action 
by  the  Legislature  of  Puerto  Rico  and  by  the  insular  government.  This 
action  v.ps  not  completed  before  Jn.ly  1,  1933,  and  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
•culture  therefor  withheld  his  certification  of  the  appropriation  for  1934, 
in  axcordance  with  provisions  of  the  Adams  and  Purnell  Acts  (Sec.  4  of 
each  Act)  which  req^iire  that  the  Secretary  of  Agricw-lturo  must  certify 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  or  before  July  1  as  to  each  State  or 
Territory  which  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  aniraal  appropria¬ 
tions  for  cO.gr i cultural  experiment  stations.  Under  this  provision  of  the 
Adams  and  Purnell  Acts,  the  action  of  the  Secreta.ry  of  Agriculture  in 
withholding  the  1934  payment  is  subject  to  appeal  by  the  Government  of 
Puerto  Rico  to  the  Congress,  and  if  the  Congress  does  not  at  its  next 
(present)  session  direct  the  payment  of  the  sum  so  v.dthheld,  the  money 
will  revert  to  the  Treasury.  Since  July  1,  1933,  the  Legislature  and 
GDvernment  of  Puerto  Rico  have  taken  action  in  compliance  with  the  pro¬

Work  Done  Under  This  Appropriation 
This  appropriation  is  used  for  three  purposes: 

(1)  Por  administration  of  the  Acts  of  Congress  (Harch  Act  of  ISS7,  Adrms 
Act  of  1906,  Purnell  Act  of  1925  and  Acts  amende.tory  or  supplementary  there¬ 
to,  Hawaii  Stahion  Act  of  1923,  Alcwska  Station  Act  of  1929,  and  Puerto  Rico 
Station  Act  of  1931)  making  a.ppropriadions  for  the  support  of  agricultural 
experiment  stations  in  the  States  o,nd  Territories,  (2)  for  assisting  in  co— 
ordincrtion  of  the  resea-rch  v.prk  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  with  tha^t 
of  the  State  stations  a.long  tne  same  lines,  and  (3)  for  administra.tion  of 
tne  i^ederal  a.gricultura.l  exi)eriment  sta^tions  in  Ha^waii  and  Puerto  Rico. 
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Administration  of  tlie  acts  f^rantin^j  federal  funds  to  States  and 
Territories  involves  supervision  of  the  funds,  close  advisorj  relations  with 
the  statio2is  as  to  research  for  which  the  funds  are  expended,  annual  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  work  and  expenditures  of  each  State  stahion,  ijreparation  and 
issuance  of  the  So:periment  Stahion  Hecord  and  other  records,  and  preparation 
of  report  to  Congress  on  the  \7ori:  and  ex]oenditures  of  the  stations  as  called 
for  in  the  acts. 

The  Federal  grants  are  largely  expeiided  on  research  which  is  outlined 
and  submitted  to  the  Office  of  S-xperirnent  Stations  for  advisory  suggestions 
and  approval  in  a.dvance  of  expenditures.  Annual  budgets  of  proposed  expend¬ 
itures  on  the  Federal  funds  are  submitted  by  each  station  for  review  and 
approval  of  proposed  work  and  e:q:jenditures  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscoA 
year.  Changes  aud  adjustments  in  work  to  best  meet  the  State  needs  are  sub¬ 
mitted  throughout  the  year.  About  1,000  research  projects  were  thus  sub¬ 
mitted  for  review  and  approval  during  the  fiscal  year  1933- 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Acts  a  representative,  or 
representatives,  of  the  Office  visits  each  of  the  50  State  stations  annually 
and  spends  from  three  to  ten  days  reviewing  the  expenditures  and  the  research 
under  way. 


In  connection  with  the  review  of  proposed  projects  and  the  iTersonaA 
annual  examination  at  each  station,  as  well  as  through  membership  on  national 
committees  representing  the  stations,  close  advisory  relations  are  maintained 
on  correlation  and  cooperation  in  rese.arch  to  aa/oid  u_nnecesoa.ry  duplication 
among  States  and  between  the  Staples  and  the'  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
advisory  relations  on  matters  of  organization  and  policy.  During  the  fiscal 
year  1933  there  were  800  to  1,000  cooperative  investigations  between  State 
stations  or  State  stations  a,nd  the  Department  of  Agriculture  which  Y/ere 
carefully  planned  by  the  cooperating  agencies  and  made  matters  of  written 
cooperative  agreement. 

The  Etvperiment  Station  Record  was  established  in  1839  a  part  of 
the  Federal-State  joint  participation  in  establishing  a.nd  ma/intaining  agri¬ 
cultural  experiment  stotions.  Its  puiuDose  is  to  rncoke  avatlable  to  staff 
members  of  all  stations  o.nd  the  Department  otstracts  of  current  p^iblished 
results  of  research  in  this  and  other  countries  promptly  as  an  .aid  in 
plauning  research,  avoiding  duplication,  cud  in  coordinating  research  effort. 
A  totaJ  of  5j500  to  7>500  such  abstraxts  are  prepared,  edited,  and  published 
annually,  involving  translations  from  twelve  or  more  laanguo-ges.  The  abstraxt 
volumes  a„re  supplemented  by  indexes  and  a  com.bined  index  for  eoxh  ten  volumes 
to  aid  in  using  the  increasing  volumes  of  research  findings.  Few,  if  any, 
of  the  stations  have  all  the  publications  a,vailable,  and  the  abstracting  by 
the  Office  of  Exrjeriraent  Stations  a.voids  the  necessity  of  duplicate  abstract¬ 
ing  by  the  several  thousand  research  v/orkers.  As  a  pant  of  this  function, 
the  Office  represents  the  Department's  cooperation  with  Biological  Abstracts 
to  the  extent  of  furnishing  copies  of  aibstracts  of  publications  bj''  the  State 
stations  and  the  Department  and  sorae  techniccil  personnel  and  supplies. 

In  the  interest  of  all  the  stations  and  the  Department,  the  Office, 
as  a  centra,!  agency,  is  called  upon  to  compile  a,nd  make  available  lists  of 
all  current  research  pi'ojects,  lists  of  resea,rch  workers  in  different  lines. 
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and  combined  statements  of  research  and  its  progress  in  special  fields,  and 
to  act  a.s  a  general  clearing  house  for  inquiries  concerning  the  agricultural 
experiment  stations. 

Based  upon  the  foregoing  activities  throughout  the  year,  an  annual 
report  on  the  uork  and  expenditures  of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations 
is  prepared  for  Congress  as  provided  for  in  the  Federal  Acts. 

Administration  of  the  Federal  stations  in  Puerto  Rico  and  Ilav/aii  in¬ 
volves  approval  of  budgets,  expenditures,  and  research  projects,  review, 
editing,  and  a,pprova,l  of  publications,  advisory  assistance  relating  to  co¬ 
ordination  of  the  reseo,rch  with  that  of  the  territorial  agencies  and  the  De- 
pnutment,  and  general  supervision  of  loersonnel  and  administration.  Owing  to 
the  cost  of  travel  and  limited  fnjids,  personal  inspection  and  direction  by 
the  Office  is  rarely  possible.

I7ork  Done  UncLer  Tliis  Ap'oropriahion 

The  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  Ilawaai  and  Puerto  Rico  were 
established  to  determine  the  agricultural  possibilities  of  the  two  Territories, 
to  improve  and  diversify  their  agriculture,  and  to  develop  types  of  agriculture 
adapted  to  different  regions. 

Hawaii  St  chi  on:  The  ilawaii  Experiment  Station  oh  Honolulu,  which  is 
now  maintained  in  cooperation  with  the  University  of  Hawaii,  is  concerned 
with  problems  relahing  to  the  diversification  of  agriculture  and  the  estahlish- 
ment  of  industries  other  tli3,n  sugar  and  pineapple  production.  These  major 
industries  have  their  own  experiment  stahions.  Close  coopera.tion  is  maintained 
with  them  on  TU-oblems  of  nutua,!  interest.  Soil  and  crop  \7ork,  horticultural 
investigations,  crop  utilization,  chemical  studies  of  soils,  plant  breeding, 
forage  crop  studies,  dairying,  and  livestock  management  constitute  the  xorinci- 
pal  activities  of  the  station.  These  studies  are  designed  to  rdd  the  so-called 
small  farmer  as  contrasted  with  the  xolantation  sj^sten.  In  the  station  work, 
substations  have  been  established  on  other  isla,nds  and  at  greater  elevations 
than  the  ma.in  sta,tion  for  developing  systems  of  agriculture  adapted  to  large 
areas  that  are  not  now  profitably  utilized.  The  i^ossibility  of  extending 
pineapple  cultivedion  at  about  1,000  feet  elevation  higher  than  formerly 
thought  possible  ho.s  been  definitely  T)voven.  Through  the  cooioeration  of 
territorial  of f icials ■  and  private  individuals,  experiments  Irave  been  begun  at 
various  elevations  up  to  3,500  feet.  If  these  prove  successful,  large  areas 
in  the  islands  can  be  brought  under  ciiltivation.  This  is  very  important,  o-s 
much  of  the  land  sw.ited  to  present  agricultural  use  is  under  the  control  of 
large  corporations.  Experiments  have  been  begun  for  the  assistance  of  the 
coffee  industry  and  a  beginning  has  been  made,  in  cooxoeration  with  the  Office 
of  Eoreig''!  Plant  Introduction,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  bring  to¬ 
gether  plantings  of  all  avnhlable  economic  tropical  x^lants  to  study  their  re¬ 
quirements  and  adoptability  to  Ho.wohi  o,nd  to  limited  regions  in  the  United  States. 
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Pii.erto  Eico  Station:  Tlie  agricultural  e;:periment  station  :.iai:itained 
"by  this  Departnent  at  ilayarp-ez,  Puerto  Pacoi  is  aiding  in  the  improvement 
and  diversification  of  the  agricodture  of  the  island.  Its  principal  lines  of 
work  are  connected  with  livestock,  improvement ,  crop  irnproveraent ,  introduction 
of  new  tropical  crops,  coffee,  citrus  fiuiit  and  pineapple  studies,  plant 
diseases  and  insect  pest  control,  soils  and  fertilizers,  a,nd  auimal  parasites. 
The  station’s  work  on  the  control  of  some  animal  parasites  has  resulted  in 
extending  stock  production.  The  introduction  of  ns\7  forage  plauts  ha,s  yielded 
more  feed  for  stock,  and  the  wide  adoption  of  cover  plo.nts  for  soil  conserva¬ 
tion  and  improvement  is  a  direct  result  of  station  work.  The  placnt  "breeding 
work  with  sugar  cane  and  corn  has  yielded  imvort'ant  results.  Some  of  the  new 
cane  varieties  produced  "by  hy'Dridizing  are  exceedingly  promising,  yielding 
more  than  the  standard  varieties.  A  nimber  of  these  hy"brids  are  under  com¬ 
mercial  test  on  several  plantations  this  year.  A^cout  ‘3>000  acres  ’were  planted 
to  Mayaguez  2S,  one  of  the  promising  new  sugar  canes  of  the  station,  'oy  the 
end  of  1933*  coffee  investigations  include  studies  of  varieties,  methods 

of  planting,  pruning,  and  use  of  fertilizers,  pAI  of  whic'h  are  necessary  to 
the  oerma,nence  of  o.gricudture  in  e.  large  part  of  the  isla.nd.  Cooperokive 
investigations  with  citrus  fruits  and  pineapples  are  in  progress.  Through 
its  introduction  of  tropical  horticultural  crops,  interest  in  them  has  "been 
aroused.  The  station  is  axtively  engaged  in  various  undertakings  that  are 
expected  to  pud  in  the  Governor's  camppagn  for  improving  local  conditions.

In  tile  Appropriokion  Act  for  tlie  Eepartrnent  of  Agriculture  for  1933 
(Pub.  269,  72nd  Congress,  pP.ge  b) ,  the  sum  of  $30,000  was  granted  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  eiqienses  incident  to  closing  of  the  experiment  stations  in  Alaska.,  Guam, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands  and  tiie  salaries  of  the  employees  of  said  stations  ap¬ 
pointed  from  tile  continental  ITnited  Stakes,  including  salaries  during  such 
leave  as  may  be  granted  under  the  Acts  approved  June  30,  19l4,  and  July  24,  I919 
(U.S.C.,  title  5>  secs.  535  and  53^). 
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The  Virgin  Islands  station  was  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  on  Jul;'  E,  1932,  provision  for  its  maintenance  having  been  made  in 
the  Appropriation  Act  of  that  Department  for  1933*  The  Guam  station  vi^as 
placed  in  the  temporary  custody  of  the  Governor  of  Guam  on  July  6,  1932,  and 
by  him  it  was  tra,nsf erred  to  the  Island  Goveriiment  for  use  as  an  agricultural 
school  on  July  2J,  1952.  The  Matanuska  station  was  tra.nsf erred  to  the  Alaska 
College  of  Agriculture  and  School  of  Mines  on  July  23,  1932.  The  property 
of  the  Sitka  and  Juneau  stations  was  placed  in  the  custod^r  of  Charles  H.  Dlory, 
Sx-officio  Commissioner  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  Alaska,  o,s  the 
representcitive  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  J^one  30 »  1932. 

There  still  remains  to  be  paid  the  claims  for  accumulated  leave  to 
which  the  personnel  are  entitled  under  the  Acts  providing  for  such  leave  and 
the  express  provisions  of  the  Apuropriation  Act  of  July  J,  1932.  The  estimated 
amount  of  these  claims,  according  to  data  available,  is  about  $S,000,  but 
there  is  some  question  regarding  the  total,  as  the  time  records  have  not  been 
checked  absolutely  and  some  of  the  employees  may  not  be  entitled  to  the  s^’orn 
which  is  credited  to  them. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  the 
claims  presented  on  account  of  such  accrued  leave  could  not  be  paid  due  to 
certain  provisions  of  the  Economy  Act  (Public  Ho.  212,  approved  June  JO,  1932, 
47  Shat.  400).  The  Treasury-Post  Office  Departments  Appropriation  Act  for 
the  fiscal  year  1934,  passed  by  Congress  and  approved  March  J,  1933,  contained 
modification  of  Sections  103  215  of  the  Economy  Act,  which  it  was  thought 

would  again  authorize  the  payment  of  the  claims  for  accrued  leave.  Later, 
however,  these  modifications  were  repealed  by  "An  Act  to  maintain  the  credit 
of  the  United  States  Government  (public  Ho.  2),"  generally  referred  to  as  the 
Second  Econom.y  Act,  passed  by  Congress  and  approved  March  20,  1933* 

It  necessarily  followed  that  unless  and  until  further  legislakion 
specifically  am.thorizing  payment  for  this  accumulated  leave  is  enacted,  the 
individual  clahms  could  not  be  paid.

The  totaJ  of  f'onds  requested  for  payments  direct  to  the  Stehes, 
Hawaii,  Alo.ska  and  Puerto  Pico  for  1935  consequently  is  $6,561,072. 

In  addition  to  the  sums  indicated  ofoove  for  193^>  there  was  available 
to  the  States,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Pico  from  appropriations  direct  to  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agricultiure  (Farmers*  Cooperative  Demonstrations  aoid  Clarke-McHary 
forestry  funds)  a  total  of  $823,432,  malting  the  total  funds  available  to  the 
States  and  Territories  for  1934,  $9,561,528.  Under  the  estimate  for  1935  H-s 
Department’s  contributions  to  Stokes  and  Territories  ■’under  the  appropriation 
for  Farmers'  Cooperative  Demonstrations  will  be  reduced  oj  $505»36S,  thus 
bringing  the  allotments  from  direct  Department  funds  to  a  total  of  $31S,064. 

The  payments  to  the  States,  Hawaii,  Alaska  and  Puerto  Pico  proposed  for 
1935»  therefore,  will  total  $6,879,136,  or  a  net  decrease  of  $2,682,392.  The

Work  Done  Under  This  Appropriation 

These  funds  supplement  the  permanent  annual  appropriation  provided  under 
the  Smith-Lever  Act  (May  8,  1914,  Stat.  372-374,  U.S.C-,114).  Like  the  Smith- 
Lever  Eunds,  they  are  paid  directly  to  the  Sta.te  colleges  of  agriculture  as 
Federal-aid  for  the  promotion  of  extension  work  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics.  This  appropriation  is  divided  among  the  States  and  Hawaii  in  the 
proportion  that  the  rural  population  of  each  bears  to  the  total  rural  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  States  and  Hawaii,  and  is  available  only  when  offset  with  funds 
from  within  the  States.  This  item  contains  a  provision  that  not  more  than 
$300,000  may  be  expended  for  purposes  other  than  salaries  of  extension  agents 
in  counties.  As  $300,000  is  approximately  25  percent  of  the  total  appropria¬ 
tion,  this  means  that  approximately  75  percent  of  the  funds  must  be  expended 
for  salaries  of  county  extension  agents.  The  State  allotments  are  paid  direct¬ 
ly  to  a  designated  officer  in  the  State  and  are  disbursed  in  accordance  with 
budgets  and  programs  of  work  submitted  by  the  State  directors  of  extension 
and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Expenditures  by  the  States  from 
this  and  otner  cooperative  extension  appropriations  are  su.bject  to  an  annual 
inspection  by  representatives  of  the  Department.

This  project  provides  for  additionod  cooperative  agricultural 
extension  work,  including  emplo^anent  of  speciaJists  in  economics  and 
marketing,  to  he  allotted  hy  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  States  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  accomplish  such  purposes . 

These  funds  supplement  the  permanent  annual  appropriation  pro¬ 
vided  under  the  Smith-Lever  Act,  (Act  of  May  8,  1914),  as  well  as 
those  funds  provided  under  the  Capper-Ketcham  Act ,  (Act  of  May  22, 
1928)  .

Extension  Work,  the  Office  of  Motion  pictures,  Demonstrations  on  Reclama¬ 
tion  Projects,  and,  'by  allotment,  for  salaries  of  extension  agents  in  the 
States , 

Sy  far  the  larger  part  of  the  approximately  6,000  State  and  county 
extension  workers  are  under  Eed.eral  appointment,  either  without  compensation 
or  paid  at  rates  running  up  to  $50.00  or  raoi'e  per  month.  The  compensation 
of  these  workers  from  pederal  sources  is  arranged  oy  the  State  Directors 
of  extension,  out  of  allotments  made  to  the  States  from  this  appropriation 
I  at  the  "beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  Tliese  extension  agents  are  made 
I  employees  of  the  pederal  Government,  as  well  as  of  the  States  and  counties, 
j  hy  apoointment  under  this  appropriation. 

The  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work  examines  and  recommends 
for  approval  budgets  and  plans  of  work  submitted  by  State  directors  of  ex¬ 
tension,  involving  the  expenditure  of  Federal  end  State  offset  funds;  makes 
j  an  annuo.l  examination  of  extension  espienditures  in  eexh  of  the  States;  end 
!  gives  general  supervision  to  cooperative  extension  work.  It  employs  subject- 
mokter  specialists  who  represent  the  subject-matter  bureous  of  the  Department 
in  their  contrmts  with  the  State  extension  forces,  receives  and  tabulates 
annual  reports  from  all  extension  agents,  and  prepared  press  material  and 
reports  on  extension  work. 

Economic  Extension  Work.  Under  this  project  specie,!  attention  is 
given  to  the  extension  of  information  to  the  States  along  the  lines  of  coop¬ 
erative  marketing  and  fo,rm  maneg;criient .  The  results  of  investigati  ns  of, 
and  information  available  from,  the  Ruireau  of  Agricultural  Economics  and 
State  experiment  stations,  particularly  along  the  line  of  price  trends,  the 
agricultural  outlook,  and.  intentions  of  fa-’^mers  to  plant  crops  and.  breed 
!  livestock,  foreign  and  domestic  supolies,  and  demands  for  agricultiaral 
,  products,  and  other  data  of  thr.s  nature,  are  assembled  and  made  available, 
j  insofar  as  uossible,  to  the  State  extension  services. 

Demonstration  on  Reclamation  Projects  are  conducted  in  cooperation 
with  State  extension  services  in  the  employment  of  extension  agents  in 
counties  which  include  reclamation  projects.  The  work  of  these  agents  is 
practicaJly  identica.1  with  th^t  of  other  extension  workers,  their  activities 
of  course,  being  directed  especially  towa.rd  successful  farm  operations  on 
irrigated  land.  Because  of  the  specie,!  relationship  of  the  Government  in 
reclamation  projects,  more  than  the  usual  share  of  the  expense  of  ma.intahning 
those  agents  is  paid  from  Federal  sources,  this  being  the  allotment  from 
which  such  payments  are  mad.e.

This  activity  is  conducted  under  Section  5  of  the  Clarke-MclTary  Act 
(U.S.C.  pp  427,  428,  Secs.  564-570),  which  authorizes  a  maximtim  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $100,000.  The  funds  are  used  for  the  employment  of  an  extension 
forester,  representing  the  Forest  Service  and  the  Extension  Service,  and 
for  cooperation  with  the  States  in  the  employment  of  extension  foresters. 
The  usual  arrangement  is  for  the  Federal  Government  to  contri'bute  $1620 
toward  the  salary  of  the  extension  forester,  the  State  providing  for  the

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remainder  of  his  salary.  State  travel  exoensei  clerical  helD,  and  other 
necessary  expenses.  Usuall.^^  the  State  contrihution  is  considerably  more 
than  that  of  the  Federal  Government.  At  the  Dresent  this  cooperative 
arrangement  is  in  effect  with  33  States,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico.  A  very 
large  part  of  the  farm  acreage  of  the  United  States  is  in  wood  land  and 
much  of  the  income  of  farmers  in  certain  sections,  particularly  the 
Northeastern  and  Southern  States,  is  from.  Forest  uroducts.  County  agents 
generally  are  not  trained  in  forest  management  and  need  the  assistance  of 
farm  forestry  specialists  in  strengthening  their  work  in  this  field.  The 
extension  forester  arranges  demonstrations  in  woodlot  management,  selection 
of  trees  for  cutting,  estimating  of  merchantable  timber,  and  in  other 
fields.  In  many  States,  the  extension  forester  is  also  active  in  assisting 
farmers  in  forest  planting  nlans,  and  in  interesting  members  of  boys’  and 
girls'  clubs  in  tree  nlanting.

6166 
of  June  10,  1933,  Section  18  of  which  requires  that  payraents  for  agri¬ 
cultural  extension  v7ork  be  reduced  25  percent,  this  appropriation  is 
reduced  to  $3,507,072." 


WORK  UUBER  THIS  APFROPRIATIOIT 


This  is  the  permanent  annual  appropriation  for  cooperative 
extension  work,  provided  in  the  Smith-Lover  Act  of  M-ay  8,  1914,  as 
amended  by  the  extension  of  this  Act  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  by  the 
Act  of  May  16,  1928,  and  to  Puerto  Rico  by  the  Act  of  M'^rch  4,  1931. 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts,  $10,000  is  appropriated  annually  to 
each  State,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico  without  requirement  of  State  or 
Territorial  offset.  In  additi-^n  the  States,  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico 
share  in  the  remainder  of  the  a,nnual  appropriation  in  the  ratio  which 
the  rural  population  of  each  bears  to  the  total  rural  populcation  of  the 
United  States,  Hawaii  and  "^erto  Rico.  Tnis  is  the  basic  act  under  which 
cooperative  extension  work  is  conducted  by  the  Department  and  the  State 
colleges  of  agriculture. 


Emergency  F'mids  A'O'olicable 

Under  T^nig  Heading 
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(k)  Allotment  from  Agrlcoltural  Ad.justment  Administration 

The  Extension  Service  is  cooperating  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  in  carrying  out  the  canuaigns  for  production  control,  especially 
the  educational  phases  of  these  campaigns.  Extension  workers  explain  to  farm¬ 
ers  the  purposes  of  the  production  control  campaigns,  the  extent  to  which- they 
affect  producers,  the  agreements  which  it  is  proposed  that  farmers  shall  enter 
into,  and  similar  points  that  may  he  helpful  to  producers  in  arriving  at  a 
conclusion  as  to  whether  or  not  they  desire  to  cooperate  in  the  program.  Ex¬ 
tension  workers  organize  the  canpaigns  in  the  various  States,  set  up  Co'onty 
and  community  campaign  comnittees ,  train  these  committeemen  so  that  they  are 
able  to  present  the  plan  to  other  farmers,  assist  farmers  in  filling  out  s.nd 
executing  contracts  and  in  all  other  ways  moke  ccrtadn  tho,t  every  farmer  has 
an  opportui'iity  to  have  a  thorough  ■'jndor standing  of  the  production  control 
plans  for  the  commodity  in  wh'ch  he  is  interested.  Extension  workers  also  as¬ 
sist  in  the  formulation  and  opera, tiop  of  county  control  associations,  in  the 
delivery  of  checks  covering  rental  and  benefit  payments,  and  similar  matters, 
acting  as  a  general  field  contact  force  for  the  Adjustment  program. 

In  order  tha.t  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  might  have 
a  trained  local  represent o.tive  in  every  important  agricultural  county,  it 
was  necessary  to  supplement  the  existing  force  of  co^'anty  agricultural  agents 
thro‘'agh  the  employment  of  .approximately  700  emergency  agents.  As  available 
Federal,  State,  and  County  f^'ands  were  already  fully  utilized  in  financing 
the  staff  previously  employed,  the  cost  of  these  additional  agents  neces¬ 
sarily  fell  almost  entirely  on  the  Arr icoltural  Adjustment  Administration. 

State  and  County  Exx.ension  workers  in  all  States  in  which  important 
production  control  campaigns  have  been  conducted  have  given  practically  their 
entire  time  to  the  adjustment  work,  including  specialists  in  many  lines  not 
directly  covered  by  adjustment  programs,  these  specialists  having  been  tempor¬ 
arily  transformed  into  supervisors  or  otherwise  engaged  in  production  control 
activities. 

The  largest  item  of  expense  in  the  production  control  campaigns  is  the 
employment  of  Co''anty  and  community  committeemen,  who  present  the  control  plans 
at  local  meetings  or  to  individual  farmers,  and  who  make  the  inspections  of 
farms  of  contract  signers  to  see  that  provisions  of  the  contr.act  are  carried 
cut.  While  pa;'/ment  to  these  committeemen  is  nominal,  being  little  more  than 
the  cost  to  them  of  operating  their  automobiles  in  travelling  from  farm  to 
farm,  the  large  number  necessarily  employed  brings  the  tota,l  cost  to  a  high 
figirre.  The  payments  to  com.  litteemen  on  the  wheat,  corn-hog,  and  certain  of 
the  tobacco  production  control  campaigns  are  made  by  deductions  from  benefit 
payments  to  the  farmers  in  the  county  in  which  they  serve,  these  payments  be¬ 
ing  made  by  the  County  production  Control  Association,  and  not  by  the  Exten¬ 
sion  Service.  The  funds  here  under  discussion  for  payment  to  corrmitteemen, 

$4,  534,285,  represent  the  cost  of  the  services  of  these  committeemen  on  the 
1933  and  the  1934-1935  cotton  campaigns,  and  on  certain  of  the  tobacco  control 
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campaigns*  At  the  request  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration ,  pay¬ 
ment  of  these  Comriitteemen  is  handled  hy  the  Extension  Service  so  that  nearly 
half  of  the  total  amount  here  under  discussion  will  he  utilized  for  this  pur¬ 
pose* 


The  remainder,  slightly  more  than  $5,100,000,  provides  for  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  such  additional  Extension  workers  as  may  he  necessary  to  present  the 
production  control  plans  in  all  important  agricultural  counties,  for  the 
emoloyment  of  clerical  help  in  cconty  agent  offices,  to  assist  fa,rraers  in 
executing  their  contracts,  for  extra  travel  hy  State  and  Co'uity  workers  in¬ 
cident  to  the  conduct  of  these  campaigns,  and  for  all  other  expenses  which 
are  properly  a  part  of  the  educational  work. 

During  the  year  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  has  had  the 
full  coopera,tion  of  the  Extension  Service  in  all  States  in  which  production 
control  campaigns  h.ave  been  conducted. 

D'aring  the  period  July  to  October,  allotments  from  the  Agnic'olturpJ 
Adjustment  Administration  were  made  hy  commodity.  These  funds  were  utilized 
in  the  employment  of  emergency  agricultp.ral  assistants,  the  payment  of  travel 
for  both  regular  and  emergency  agents,  necessary  supplies,  rent  of  equipment, 
telegraph  and  telephone  ch.arges,  etc. 

Under  this  procedure,  reimbursement  to  the  States  for  traveling  ex¬ 
penses,  supplies,  etc.,  assamed  such  proportion  a,s  to  delay  settlement,  and 
it  was  then  determined  that  a  lump  sum  allotment  of  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  funds  to  the  Extension  Service  wo’ifLd  he  made  for  the  period 
ITov ember  1,  1933  to  June  30,  19  34,  this  fund  to  he  utilized  insofar  as 
practicable  for  payment  of  salaries,  a  limited  amount  of  travel,  and  some 
telegraph  charges.  This  plan  is  being  worked  out  in  harmony  with  the  coop¬ 
erative  arrangements  heretofore  in  effect  between  the  State  colleges  and  the 
Department  on  regular  extension  work,  and  fits  into  the  general  extension 
plan  of  operation  in  a  very  satisfa.ctory  manner.

(2)  The  further  reduction  of  $10,282  in  working  funds  for  1935 
contioplates  a  reduction  in  the  expenditure  for  repairs  and  irrproveiients 
to  the  forty-two  TJeather  Bureau- ov/ned  buildings  located  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Puerto  Rico.  Funds  allotted  by  the  Public  Forks 
Aduini strati on  have  enabled  the  Bureau  to  place  its  buildings  in  good 
condition  during  the  current  :/ear  and  this  will  be  of  considerable  aid 
in  eliminating  all  but  emergency  needs  in  1935.  Since  the  buildings 
concerned  are  used  in  connection  with  all  activities  under  this  sub¬ 
appropriation,  the  reduction  is  prorahed  to  all  projects. 

Fork  Done  Under  this  Appropriation 

The  major  activities  of  the  Bureau,  with  one  exception,  are  con¬ 
ducted  under  this  appropriation  a:"*d  co'nsist,  basically,  of  the  col¬ 
lection  and  dissemination  of  meteorological  data  a:id  of  the  issuance 
cuid  distribution  of  meteorological  forecasts,  warnings  and  advices. 

They  are  administered  by  project  leaders  stationed  at  Washington,  B.  C., 
through  the  agency  of  a  lamge  field  orga::ization  embraci;::g  nearl:/  tT;o 
Invndred  permanent  field  headquarters  located  in  every  State  of  the 
U'-'-ion,  and  elsewhere,  and  several  thousa:ad  minor  and  cooperative  stations 
-nth  similar  widespread  geographical  distribution. 

There  is  not  space  here  to  describe  the  detailed  work  of  the 
Feather  Bureau,  but  an  interesting  outline  of  its  scope,  as  it  affects 
z's-B  individual,  may  be  obtained  from  the  follovang  paragraph  of  a  report 
■made  to  the  Science  Advisory  Board  b;/  its  special  committee  on  the  Feather 
Bureau: 

"The  United  States  Feather  Bureau  through  its  forecasti'ng  service 
■orQ'‘.ably  touches  directl:/  the  immediate  needs  of  more  of  the  ueople 
of  tne  United  Stakes  than  do  all  other  Federal  Services  combined,  v;ith 
the  single  exception  of  the  postal  service.  The  convenience,  health 
aLid  budget  of  ever:/  fa^'oily  in  the  country  are  in  greater  or  less  degree 
dependent  upon  that  family*  s  ahilit:'  to  avoid  'oeather  hazard,  exoosure 
aiod  loss.  There  is  little  general  realizatien  either  of  the  extent  of 
the  personal  interest  of  the  whole  population  in  this  service  or  of 
the  'magnitude  of  the  organizakion  and  the  labor  involved  in  serving 
this  universaJ  individual  need.  The  significance  in  the  life  of  a  city, 
for  example,  of  a  single  temperature  forecast  may  be  seen  from  the 
following;  With  notice  of  an  approaching  cold  wave  gree'nhouses  are 
closed  and  boilers  fired.  Preparations  are  made  at  o'nce  by  heating  and 
lighting  plants,  whether  gas,  electric,  steam  or  hot  waker,  to  meet  the 
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increased  demands  that  will  follow*  Fire  hydrants,  exposed  mains,  ond 
noneral  plnmoinn  are  protected.  Small  householders  as  well  as  l.arne 
st'iclo'ards  drain  their  mains.  Gasoline  engines  are  drained  and  outomo- 
"bile  water-cooling  systems  are  protected  hy  the  use  of  anti-freeze 
solw-tions.  TJork  in  concrete  is  stopped.  Street-railway  companies 
co.rranne  for  more  heat  in  their  cars.  ITa.tural-gas  companies  turn  s. 
larger  amount  of  gas  into  their  mains  to  provide  for  increased  con- 
suiuption.  Merc-iants  direct  their  a^dvertising  and  attention  largely  to 
cold  weather  articles.  Oyster  dealers  increase  their  reserve  stocks. 
Coal  dealers  supply  partial  orders  to  all  customers  needing  fuel, 
instead  of  furnishing  full  orders  to  a  few,  and  thus  serve  all  of  their 
patrons.  Ice  factories  reduce  their  output.  The  dredging  of  sand  and 
gravel  ceases,  and  iron  ore  piled  for  shipment  is  placed  in  the  holds 
of  vessels,  to  prevent  the  wet  masses  from  freezing  solid.  Charity 
organizations  prepare  to  meet  increased  demands  for  food  and  fuel,  and 
thus  minimize  suffering  among  the  poor."

This  appropriation  is  used  cooperatively  for  the  payment  of  sala.ries  and 
travel,  and  office  expenses,  of  veterinarians  and  argents  in  Ala'bama,  Arkansas, 
Florida,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Worth  Caroline,  O'klahorna,  South  Carolina,  Texas, 
and  Virginia,  in  the  eradication  of  the  southern  cattle  tick,  which  spreaxls 
splenetic  fever  infection  among  co,ttle.  As  counties  are  cleaned  uo  they  e.re 
released  from  Federal  quarantine,  eud  their  surplus  livestock  may  then  "be  shipped 
to  markets  without  restrictions.  The  St.ates  generally  are  contri'Duting  larger 
sioms  to  this  v/ork  than  the  3,ppronriation  provided  "by  the  Federal  G-overnment . 

The  work  is  done  under  State  laws  and  regi.ilations ,  Federal  money  "being  e:qoended 
for  supervision,  thus  insuring  tha,t  aJl  measures  of  eradication  "be  so  carried 
out  as  to  warrant  the  release  of  cleaned  areas  from  quarantine.

Th.e  xrorlz  conducted  under  this  project  is  designed  to  ascertain 
the  need  for  new  c,nd/or  improved  airocesses  of  na.nufacture  in  order  to  enlarge 
the  outlets  for  crea„;iery  and  cheese  feutor,”  b:^-product s ;  to  determine  the  factors 
affecting  the  quality  of  butter,  cheese  and  other  products  of  da,ir;7-  manufacturing 
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plants,  and  to  improve  tne  market  grades  of  these  products.  Other  work  conducted 
contemplates  the  development  end  introduction  of  o.  new  process  of  packaging  and 
ripening  cheese,  of  "better  methods  for  making  cc.sein  and  other  milk  "by-n^^roducts, 
and  the  regulatory  work  incident  to  the  enforcement  of  renovated  "butter  act. 

The  opulication  to  co:nmercial  pra.ctices  of  the  results  o"btained  has 
resulted  in  increasing  the  V'^lue  of  Sv/iss  cheese  through  an  ioTprovement  in  the 
quality  of  cheese  manufactured.  Adoption  of  approved  manufacturing  processes  "by 
creameries  and  cheese  fantorios  h.as  resulted  in  increa.sed  returns  to  dairy  fammers, 
and  the  prevention  of  cheese  factory  failures  in  certain  Southern  St;ites.  Casein 
manufacturers  using  the  hureau' s  process  have  made  a  product  that  meets  the  highest 
requirements  for  all  technical  purposes. 

Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Invest! nations  • 

Under  this  project  studies  a.re  made  of  feed  and  milk  production  records 
of  cows  on  tost  in  dairy  herd-improvement  associations  to  o'etain  accurate  da.ta  for 
the  intelligent  selection  and  feeding  of  dairy  cons  according  to  their  known  pro- 
duci:og  a"bility,  and  ^f  the  lacta.tion  records  oi  the  daughters  of  dairy  sires  in 
herds  on  test  in  dairv  "nerd- improvement  a..ssoci-!.tions  to  discover  da.ii'y  sires  that 
are  traasaiitting  to  their  offspring  the  factors  for  high  rrdlk  and  "butterfat  pro¬ 
ducing  ohility. 

The  puiposes  of  this  work  ame  the  development  of  methods  that  lead  to 
efficiency  and  economy  of  milk  production,  the  elimination  of  lo'v  and  inefficient 
producing  cows,  the  use  of  better  sires,  and  the  a.doption  of  better  feeding  prac¬ 
tices.  The  results  show  tho,t  cows  on  test  in  dairy  herd-iiprovement  associations 
produce  80  percent  more  butterfat  per  cow  t"nan  the  average  for  the  United  States, 
and  that  more  than  10  percent  of  the  cows  in  such  associations  are  eliminated 
annually  because  they  a.re  inefficient  and  uneconomical  producers. 


The  studies  also  indicate  that  the  elimination  of  the  lowest  producing 
10  percent  of  the  dairy  cows  of  this  country  would  decrea.se  production  about  5 
percent  and  that  the  elimination  of  the  lowest  producing  30  percent  of  our  dairy 
cows  would  dccrea.se  production  about  13  percent.  There  are  a.t  present  only  .about 
a  third  of  a  million  cow's  on  test  in  dairy  herd-ioprovement  associations.  If  this 
v,'ork  could  be  extended  so  as  to  pl.-oce  at  least  half  of  our  dairy  cows  on  tost  it 
would  doubtless  be  possible  to  restrict  or  expand  production  so  as  to  supply  the 
effective  demand  .at  a,ll  times  mthout  creating  a.  surplus.

It  is  ca.rried  on  largely  a.t 
the  dairy  experiment  st.ations  at  Beltsville,  Md.,  Huntley,  Mont.,  Mandan,  IT. Dale., 
loodward,  Okla-,  Lewlsburg,  Tenn.,  Columbia,  S.C.,  and  Je.a:ierette,  La.,  and  in 
cooperation  with  colleges  and  experiment  st.ations  in  the  States  of  C.alifornia, 
Louisiana,  Missouri,  ITow  Jersey,  Uorth  Corolina,  llorth  Dakota,  Oklahoma,  Oregon, 
South  Carolina,,  Ut.a.h,  Uanhington,  Test  Virginia,  a..nd  Uyoming,  along  five  general 
li"--Os,  as  folloars: 
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(a)  Genera,!  Bredding  Investigations. 

These  investigations  are  designed  to  determine  the  compai-rative 
effects  of  out-hreeding,  line-hrceding,  and  in-breeding,  in  fixing  an  in¬ 
heritance  for  high  and  uniform  levels  of  producing  ability  in  dairy  cows. 

Out  of  this  work  has  developed  the  plan  of  breeding  pure  lines 
for  production  by  the  continued  use  of  meritoriously  proved  sires.  It  has 
led  to  the  adoption  by  the  National  Breed  Associations  of  methods  of  sire 
analysis.  The  herds  at  the  several  dairy  experiment  stations  are  yielding 
the  most  complete  scientific  data  on  dairy  cattle  breeding  ever  assembled  in 
the  history  of  livestock  breeding.  Studies  of  the  results  secured  in  these 
herds  and  by  analysis  of  other  available  data  are  used  to  illustrate  the 
workings  of  the  laws  of  heredity  and  their  application  to  the  problems  of 
breeding  better  dc?dry  cattle. 

(b)  Relation  of  Conformation  to  Producing  Ability, 

These  investigations  have  for  their  purpose  determination  of  the 
relationship,  if  auy,  between  conforma.tion  and  anatomy  of  dairy  cows  to  their 
producing'  ability  to  esta.blish,  if  possible,  a  scientific  basis  for  judging 
and  selecting  dairy  catcle  from  outward  appearances.  The  judging  of  the  milk 
and  butterfat  producing  ability  of  cows  by  outward  appearances  is  being  taught 
in  the  various  agricultural  schools  and  colleges  without  amy  fundamental  da,ta, 
in  support  of  the  theories  being  taught,  Ivlauy  established  theories  of  judging 
the  producing  ahilit;^  of  cows  on  the  ba,sis  of  "type"  ha.ve  aJready  been  dis- 
aepproved.  The  object  of  this  project  is  to  esta-blish  a  scientific  basis  for 
judging  the  producing  ability  of  dairy  cov;s.  Detcuiled  st'adies  are  ma,de  of  the 
udders  of  animaJs  of  known  producing  ability.  Weights  a,nd  measurements  of  the 
vita,!  orgaus  of  these  cows  a.re  also  tnicon  to  study  their  rela,tionship  to  the 
function  of  milk  secretion,  nineteen  Sta.tc  Experiment  Sta.tions  a.rc  cooperating. 

(c)  Eertility  Investiga,tions  aud  Health  of  Herd. 

The  investigations  conducted  under  this  project  contempla,te  a 
determination  of  the  effect  of  various  factors  on  the  fertility  of  dairy 
animals.  Pew  sires  breed  beyond  10  years  of  age  and  their  transmitting  abil¬ 
ity  cannot  be  definitely  established  until  they  are  from  6  to  8  years  of  age. 
Sterility  in  dairy  cows  is  causing  enormous  losses  to  dairy  farmers  annually. 

It  is  estinaked  that  approximtely  20  percent  of  all  cows  elimina,tcd  from  call 
dairy  herds  of  the  country  are  disposed  of  because  of  sterility.  The  object 
of  the  work  being  conducted,  therefore,  is  to  determine  the  effect  of  certain 
dietary  regimes  in  the  correction  and  prevention  of  certain  forms  of  sterility 
and  the  effect  of  consistent  exercise  on  the  fertility  of  males  a,nd  femcales. 
This  work  is  especially  importout  in  extending  the  useful  life  of  voJuable 
breeding  sires.  Many  Cecses  of  sterility  have  been  corrected  by  control  of  the 
diet  and  through  exercise.  Throu^  the  development  of  methods  by  which  sperm 
cells  may  be  kept  viable,  some  success  is  being  obtained  by  artificial  insemi¬ 
nation,  Lore  complete  knowledge  of  the  sperm  cell,  its  ne.tural  environment, 
and  methods  of  keeping  viable  for  long  periods  of  time  to  facilitate  artificial 
insemination  is  being  sought.  The  normal  reactions  of  female  generative 
organs  are  also  being  investigated. 
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(d)  Milk  Secretion  and  Reproduction  Investigations. 

Work  is  being  done  on  the  rate  and  a^mounts  of  milk  secretion  irom 
the  individual  quarters  of  the  udder;  the  factors  controlling  secretion; 
types  of  mammary  tissue  and  other  factors  that  may  make  possible  the  elimi¬ 
nation  of  stripuing  in  the  milking  operation.  Milk  secretion  experiments  have 
indicated  that  a  secretion  of  the  pituitary  gland  is  an  important  agent  in 
normal  rnillx  secretion  in  dairy  cows  a.nd  may  prove  low  production  in  some 
animals  to  be  the  result  of  a,  deficiency  of  this  hormone,  possibly  hercdita.ry 
in  some  strains.  The  effects  of  certain  hormone  injections  in  prolonging  the 
period  of  fertility  in  aged  bulls  are  being  studied. 

(e)  Feeding  and  Management  Investigations. 

Investigations  are  conducted  under  this  project  to  determine  the 
influence  of  various  feedstuffs  on  growth  and  miilk  production  of  dairy  cov/s; 
the  compara„tivG  values  of  various  roughages  when  cut  at  different  stages  of 
eiaturity  and  when  mo.de  into  hn,y  or  silage;  the  effect  of  fertilization  and 
rotational  grazing  on  the  value  of  pa.stures  for  milk  production,  a.nd  the  ef¬ 
fect  of  various  m.ethods  of  handling,  milking,  feeding,  exercising,  and  pa.s tun¬ 
ing  on  the  economy  a,nd  level  of  mdlk  production.  Artificial  drying  of  rough- 
cages  is  being  tried  out  experimentally .  Results  of  tests  designed  to  discon¬ 
tinue  "strip,  ing"  in  the  milking  operation,  show  no  deleterious  ef-ects  on 
yield  or  udder.  These  investigations  have  disclosed  that  contrary  to  the  usu- 
at  opinion  cov/s  in  thin  flesh  produce  cabout  .as  well  a.s  cov/s  carrying  consider¬ 
able  flesh  at  time  of  freshening.  The  generaj  results  of  the  feeding  a.nd  herd 
mmnagenent  investigations  conducted  under  this  item  ha.ve  developed  methods 
which,  if  adopted  by  dairy  fammeOrs,  will  materially  reduce  their  production 
costs.  When  prices  for  milk  a.nd  butterfat  are  low,  more  dependence  should  be 
put  on  a  roughage  ration,  v/ith  a  lower  but  more  profitable  production. 

The  determination  of  feeding  methods  and  rations  for  calves  to 
reduce  mortality  and  assure  growth  during  the  earlj/  months  of  life  is  also 
an  important  phase  of  the  work.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  extending  the 
feeding  period  of  skim  milk  from  6  to  12  months,  has  greatly  stirorlated  growth 
of  the  animals.  Heifers  fed  good  roughages  alone  from  8  months  of  age  are  as 
lamge  at  two  years  of  age  as  heifers  fed  continuously  on  grain. 

Ice  Cream  Investigations. 

Investigational  v;ork  under  this  project  involves  a  determination 
of  the  physical  and  chemical  factors  incident  to  the  manufacture  of  ice 
cream,  with  especial  reference  to  the  quality  of  the  finished  product.  These 
investigations  are  designed  to  overcomic  manufacturing  difficulties,  to 
develop  methods  of  manufecture  whereby  the  quantity  of  milk  solids  m.ay  bo 
increased,  and  the  quality  of  prodact  improved. 

As  a  result  of  tnc  v/ork  conducted  t?ae  amount  of  butterfat  used 
in  the  mmnufacturo  of  ice  cream  ha,s  increased  approximtcly  32,000,000  pounds 
amnually ,  Present  invcstigalions  involve  methods  of  manufacture  which,  when 
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applied,  should  not  only  increase  this  figure  hut  should  materially  increase 
the  use  of  milk- soli ds-not-f at  in  ice  cream. 

This  work  in  its  relation  to  produceTS  and  consu.mers  is  of  the 
greatest  economic  importance,  in  that  its  application  to  the  ice  cream  industry 
will  increase  the  mamket  for  rrdlk  and  at  the  same  time  insure  a  higher  quality 
product . 

Butter  and  B:^-products  Investigations  • 

Oh jectionahle  flo.vors  in  storage  hutter  result  in  a  loss  of 
millions  of  dollars  annually-  Methods  for  preventing  these  oh jectionahle 
flavors  require  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  chemistry  of  the  changes 
occurring  in  hutter- 

The  hy-pro ducts  of  the  hutter  industry  are  skim  milk,  buttermilk, 
and  whey.  At  present  these  hy-products  are,  to  a  large  extent,  wasted  or 
inefficiently  used.  The  manufacture  of  sv/eet  cream  hutter,  concentrated  sour 
s?'im  “dlk,  casein,  and  a  relatively  ins:<pensive  good  grade  of  lactose,  are 
some  of  the  results  of  the  work  conducted.  In  the  manufacture  of  hutter  and 
cheese  there  o.re  approximately  38,000,000,000  pounds  of  skim  milk,  huttermilk, 
and  whey  produced  annually  containing  3,500,000,000  pound.s  of  milk  solids. 

The  efficient  utilisation  of  these  products  in  dry  or  some  other  converted 
form  will  materially  increase  the  returns  to  producers - 

Condensed  Milk  and  Milk  Powder . 

Investigations  hove  demonstrated  that  there  are  two  t;/pes  of 
millc  differing  greatly  in  their  tendencies  to  coagulnhe  upon  sterilization. 
Variations  in  processing  !n>ust  he  used  to  prevent  defective  product  or  loss 
of  product  during  manufacture.  A  hotter  knowledge  of  the  characteristics 
of  these  milks  is  necessary  for  their  identification,  a:id  hotter  methods  of 
processing  are  necessary  to  reduce  losses  and  improve  quality. 

Imorovement  in  quality  and  stadoility,  and  methods  of  use  of  pow¬ 
dered  mdlks,  through  the  application  of  the  results  of  work  done  under  this 
project  have  been  factors  in  increasing  consunption  of  these  products  by  ap¬ 
proximately  170,000,000  pounds  or  300  percent,  in  6  yeans-  Further  investi¬ 
gation  of  uses  for  dry  skim  milk  and  of  the  characteristics  of  fat  deteriora¬ 
tion  in  whole  mlllc  powder  are  essential  to  a  greater  utilization  of  these 
product  s . 

Bacteriology  and  Chemistry  of  Milk . 

The  manufacture  of  ahl  dairy  products  is  based  on  the  control 
of  bacteriological  and,  chemical  changes  in  milk  and  the  results  of  studies 
of  these  changes  provide  the  basis  for  all  laboratory  investigati'-in  of  an 
applied,  nature.  Work  in  progress  at  vmesent  on  properties  of  mhlk  proteins 
gives  ind.ica.tions  of  being  of  importance  in  various  dairy  manuf acturing  process¬ 
es,  panticularly  in  cheese  mnlcing.  Work  on  the  staining  properties  of  living 
and  dead  bacteria  is  expected  to  produce  results  of  importance  in  the  study  of 
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"bacteriolosical  changes  in  all  food  ■products'  as  well  as  in  dairy  products 
a.lone .  Work  on  factors  influencing  the  germination  and  heat  resistance  of 
"bacterial  spores  is  of  practical  significance  in  all  dairy  processes  in 
which  preservation  by  heat  is  involved. 

Evapora.ted  milk,  like  all  other  canned,  foods,  must  be  sterilised 
at  high  temperatures  to  destroy  bacterial  spores.  If  methods  may  be  found 
for  changing  the  heat  resistance  of  the  spores  sterilization  may  be  effected 
with  less  impairment  of  flavor,  and  the  present  extensive  losses  due  to 
spoilage  a.voided. 

Wutritio'n  of  Dairy  Cows- 

The  work  conducted  under  this  project  has  for  its  purpose  the 
determination  of  the  nutritional  requirements  of  dairy  cattle  (1)  for  growth, 
(2)  for  ma.intenance  of  normal  health,  (3)  for  normal  reproduction  and  (4) 
for  the  process  of  milk  secretion,  as  well  an  the  most  practical  and  econ¬ 
omical  methods  of  furnishing  these  requirements.  It  includes  a  study  of 
the  physiology  of  the  above  processes  as  influenced  by  the  nutrition  of  the 
animal.  The  following  problems  are  illustrative  of  the  types  of  work  con¬ 
ducted; 

(1)  Investiga.tions  of  the  physiology  of  phosphorus  and  calcium 
metabolism  of  dairy  ca.ttle,  including  v/ork  on  the  mineral  requirements  of 
dairy  ca,ttle:  the  effect  of  mineral  deficiencies  upon  health,  reproduction, 
and  milk  secretion;  the  effect  of  quality  of  hay  upon  the  assimilation  of 
the  cadcium  and  phosphorus  in  it;  the  effect  of  vitamin  D  content  of  the 
diet  upon  the  assimilation  of  these  elements  by  lactating  cows;  the  feeding 
of  lime  and  phosphoru.s  supplewients,  etc.;  (2)  studies  of  the  energy  require- 
m.ents  of  dairy  cattle;  (3)  physiology  of  milk  secretion  as  related  to  diet; 

(4)  protein  and  amino  acid  requirements  for  .maintenace,  growth,  and  lantatian; 

(5)  the  dietary  req’uirements  of  dairy  cattle  that  o,re  furnished  by  roughages 
of  various  kinds  and  qualities,  and  (6)  the  vitamin  requirements  of  dairy 
cattle,  the  vitamin  content  of  feeds,  and  the  variation  in  the  vitamin  content 
of  milk. 

Some  of  the  work  under  this  project  involves  feedi'ng  experiments 
running  for  several  years-  Other  work  involves  metabolism  studies  lasting 
from  a  few  weeks  to  several  months.  Although  the  work  is  directed  toward  the 
study  of  the  nutrition  of  dairy  cattle,  smnll  animals  such  as  rats  and  rab¬ 
bits  a^re  also  used  extensively  in  the  experimental  work. 

Cheese  hanufa.cturing  Investiga.tions . 

live  hundred  million  pounds  of  cheese  are  produced  annually  in 
the  United  States.  Investigations  are  conducted  under  this  item  of  the  bi¬ 
ological  and  chemical  factors  involved  in  the  production  of  the  character¬ 
istic  fla.vors  and  physiccol  properties  of  various  foreign  and  domestic  vcjr- 
ieties  of  cheese.  It  ans  for  its  purpose  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of 
do'.nestic  cneese  to  provide  an  additional  mianket  for  milk  by  replacing  seventy- 
five  million  pounds  of  high-priced  imported  cheese  with  cheese  of  domestic 
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manufacture.  As  a  result  of  the  work  conducted  under  this  project  a  Roque¬ 
fort  cheese  made  from  cows*  milk  is  now  manufactured  on  a  commercial  scale. 
Intensive  work  has  hoen  carried  on  with  Swiss  choose,  since  this  vouiety 
presents  greater  difficulties  in  manufacture,  inferior  quality  causing  more 
loss  than  in  the  manufacture  of  any  other  kind  of  cheese.  Three  Svass  cheese 
cultures  have  been  developed  which  are  now  extensively  used  in  the  industry 
to  improve  quality,  A  method  of  clarifying  milk  for  the  manufacture  of  Swiss 
cheese  developed  in  the  laboratories  is  now  universally  used  throughout  the 
industry  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  product.  The  manufacture  of  cheese 
from  pasteurized  milk  present  difficulties  in  developing  texture  and  flavor. 
Those  problems  are  being  studied  with  a  view  to  making  pasteurization  nni- 
vorsal.  A  more  recent  development  is  in  the  packaging  og  Cheddar  cheese. 

The  manufacture  of  American  Cheddar  cheese,  360,000,000  pounds  of  which  are 
produced  annually,  is  handicapped  by  the  unattractive  and  inconvenient  method 
of  marketing,  A  method  developed  in  the  laboratories  in  the  first  successful 
attempt  to  provide  a  satisfactory  method  of  paclcaging  without  detriment  cither 
to  the  flavor  or  texture.  It  eliminates  loss  from  evaporation  of  water,  in¬ 
edible  rind,  and  mechanical  waste  in  cutting. 

Market-Milk  Investigations. 

Under  this  project  investigational  work  is  conducted  in  sanitary 
and  economical  methods  of  producing,  transporting,  processing,  and  distribu¬ 
ting  market  milk  and  cream  which  is  to  be  utilized  in  its  fluid  state,  in¬ 
cluding  investigations  of  the  production  and  farm  handling  of  market  milk 
under  experimental  as  well  as  practical  conditions  on  dairy  farms,  and  a 
study  of  community  milk  improvement  throu^  milk  control  and  extension 
agencies  on  the  area  plan;  investiga^tions  of  the  construction,  equipment, 
and  economical  operation  of  milk  plants  for  the  processing  and  preparation 
for  the  miarket  of  fluid  milk  and  cretma;  aiid  investigations  in  the  laboratory 
and  a  commercial  dairy  famms  and  plants  to  ascertain  factors  affecting  the 
marketability  of  milk  and  cream. 

The  purposes  of  these  investigations  are  to  prevent  losses  due 
to  souring,  spoilage,  and  other  causes,  and  to  increase  the  mo-rket  va~lue  of 
milk;  to  incroa.se  consnmption  of  m.ilk;  to  mmloe  iu_raU  and  urban  milk  supplies 
more  safe;  to  effect  economdes  in  initial  investments  and  operating  costs  of 
milk  plants  so  a.s  to  reduce  the  spread  between  producers*  a.nd  consumers* 
prices  through  greater  efficiency  in  pla.nt  operation;  to  discover  undesirable 
practices  which  impair  the  market  qualities  of  milk  and  cream,  and  to  devise 
renedia.l  measures.

A  highly  improved  400-acre  tract  is  maintained  in  Virginia,  near  l^ashington, 

D.  C.,  provided  with  la,boratories ,  greerinouses ,  barns,  shops,  and  other  buildings, 
furnishing  facilities  for  conducting  experiments  and  practical  farm  tests  covering 
a  wide  rannge  of  research  v^ork,  national  iai  scope,  prixicipally  for  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry,  but  also  for  Bureaus  of  Chemistry  a^nd  Soils,  Fablic  Roads,  Entomology, 
Agricultural  Engineering  and  other  branches.  By  furnishing  similcar  facilities  common 
to  the  ma/ny  a.ctivities  from  a,  central  sta,tion  duplication  of  effort  cUxid  equipment  is 
avoided  and  the  cost  of  operation  appreciably  reduced.

Pry-Land  Cro~o  prod:.;ction .--Tne  v/ork  under  this  project  consists  of 
rotation  and  tillage  experiments  with  cereal  crops,  forage  crons  and  cotton, 
as  well  as  pasture  conservation  and  development  in  this  region.  (Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  cooperates  with  livestock  experiments  a.t  the  field  station  at 
Big  Spring,  Texas.)

Under  this  appropriation  the  work  consists  chiefly  of  field  studies 
throughout  the  United  States  pertaining  to  the  production,  improvement  and 
control  of  diseases  of  all  crop  plants  used  for  forage,  either  as  hay,  fodder, 
silage,  or  pasture,  and  incidentally  of  all  plants  used  for  green  manuring, 
turf  production,  soil  erosion  prevention  and  soil  "binding,  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  agricultural  experiment  stations.  One  independent  field  station  is 
maintained. 


Alfalfa  Investigations .• — This  appropriation  is  used  for  three  purposes. 
(1)  A  study  of  varietal  adaptation  with  a.  view  to  preventing  losses  due  to 
the  use  of  una.dapted  seed.  (2)  A  study  of  cultural  and  fertilizing  methods 
designed  to  increa.se  yields  and  to  prolong  the  life  of  the  stand.  (?)

Previous  studies  have  shown  'oha.t  the  only  way  to  comoat  such  a  disea.se 
as  bacterial  wilt  of  alfalfa  is  to  breed  a  resistant  variety.  This  disea.se 
is  known  to  be  present  in  every  State  in  which  alfalfa  is  an  important  crop 
but  is  most  destructive  in  the  Plains  States,  Colorado,  Utah  and  California.. 

It  is  a  menace  to  the  entire  alfalfa  industry  in  those  States. 

Cooperation  on  varietal  studies  is  maintained  with  26  State  stations; 
on  cultural  work  with  8  stations  and  on  disease  studies  a:ad  breeding  with 
4  State  stations.  One  station  not  in  cooperation  with  a  State  station  is 
maintained.

Winter  Legumes  and  Creen  Ivianuring. — This  appropriation  is  used  for  five 
purposes,  (l)  A  study  of  winter  legumes  suitaole  for  use  as  forage  or  soil 
improvement  or  for  the  prevention  of  soil  erosion.

Diseases  of  forest  trees  a'-id  forest  -products- —  ''^ork  under  this 
project,  carried  on  rcainly  at  the  Exrperinent  Stations  and  Region  Headquarters 
of  the  Rorost  Service  consists  of  investigations  of  the  native  diseases 
attacioing  standing  trees  in  the  forest  and  forest  nurseries  as  well  as  the 
fungous  discolorations  and  decays  of  logs,  luniber,  etc.,  and  is  part  of  the 
program  authorised  hy  the  'MclTaiT-McSweeney  Act.  Research  on  the  long- 
introduced  disea.ses  chestnut  blight  and, white-pine  blister  rust,  is  also 
included,  forming  a  basis  for  the  development  of  resistant  forest  chestnuts 
and  for  the  local  control  of  the  mast.  The  management  of  government.  State, 
and  private  forests  on  a,  profitable  ba.sis  depends  ugjon  the  prevention  of  loss 
from  disease.  Because  of  the  long  life  of  forest  trees,  study  of  these 
disea.sos  must  bo  continuous  over  a  period  of  years,  prevention  of  fungous 
injury  to  forest  products  is  of  particular  value  to  the  consumer  as  ’veil  as 
to  the  producer.

Under  this  appropriation  investigations  are  cond'ucted  to  determine  the 
"best  methods  of  culture,  propagation,  "’oreeding,  selection,  disease  control, 
and  related  activities  as  a.ffecting  the  most  profita'ble  production  of  high 
qualit:/  orchard  fruits,  small  imnits,  nuts,  vegeta’Dles,  ornamentals,  nursery 
stocks,  and  related  plants.  The  inter-relation  of  va.rious  orchand  practices 
and  pro'blems  concerned  v/ith  tlas  nutrition  and  physiology  of  the  vario'us  hort¬ 
icultural  plants  are  studied.  Investigations  for  determining  the  "Dest  methods 
of  harvesting,  packing,  shipping,  storing,  and  utilizing  horticultural  pro¬ 
ducts  ane  also  conducted,  Including  the  physiologicaJ  and  related  changes  of 
perisha'Dles  during  marketing  and  storage.  In  addition  to  cooperative  activities

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Jocidous  Fruit  production  Xnvestl^'ations * —  The  relation  of  orchard 
management  practices,  such  as  pruning,  fruit  thinning,  soil  improvement  crops, 
and  fertilizers  to  regular  production,  yield  and  cfaality  of  apples,  pea,rs  and 
peaches  is  under  experimentation.  The  functioning  of  fruit  trees  under  varying 
conditions  of  moisture  supply,  and  effects  of  irrigation  on  fruit  production 
"both  in  the  last  and  in  the  arid  17est  are  being  investigated  (in  cooperation 
with  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering).  3y  hj^-hridization  and  selection, 
improved  varieties  of  peaches,  plums,  apples,  pears,  and  grapes  are  being 
developed  in  many  sections  of  the  country.  Selections  of  bud  varriations  of 
both  deciduous  and  citrus  frait  varieties  are  propagated  and  tested  to  develop 
improved  strains  or  varieties.  The  best  root  stocks  and  cultural  practices 
for  grape  production  in  the  Southeast  and  in  California  are  being  determined. 
Extensive  breeding  and  cultural  investigations  with  berries  in  Oregon,  ITorth 
Carolina  and  haryla.nd  are  yielding  new  varieties  virell  adapted  to  all  parts 
of  the  United  States- 

hut  Production  Investigations. —  This  work  includes  experiments  on 
orchard  culture,  pollination  requhrements,  and  breeding  of  almonds,  filberts 
and  walnuts  in  the  Pacific  coast  States,  and  hickories,  filberts,  black  walnuts 
and  chestnuts  in  the  central  and  northeastern  Sta,tes.  Investigations  in  pecan 
production  including  pruning,  soil  improvement,  a,nd  fertilizer  requirements 
(in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils)  and  factors  e.ffecting 
set,  filling  and  qu-ality  of  pecavi  nuts,  are  under  way  in  Georgia,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  Texa-s,  and  other  southern  Stcates  (in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology) . 

Subtropical  Eruit  Production  Investigations. —  Cultural  studies  are 
conducted  to  determine  those  methods  of  pmaning,  fertilization,  soil  rnana.ge- 
ment  and  other  practices  which  will  result  in  greater  yields  per  plant  of 
higher  q;aality  fruit.  Citrus,  figs,  avocados  and  other  subtropical  fruits 
are  included  in  these  studies,  v/hich  are  conducted  in  the  Southern  border 
States.  (Bureaus  of  Entomology  and  Chemistry  and  Soils  cooperating). 

Plant  Propagation,  ITursery  Hanagem.ent  and  Stock  Storage. —  This  work 
consists  of  propagation  of  fruit  and  rose  stocks  by  seed,  grafting,  layerage, 
and  by  cuttings;  testing  and  selecting  stocks  for  apples,  peaches,  plums,  pears 
and  cherries;  comparison  of  rose  stocks  for  outdoor  hybrid  teas,  and  green¬ 
house  grafting  of  roses  and  certain  other  ornamentals;  stora,ge  experiments 
with  nursery  stock  to  determine  the  most  suitable  moisture  and  temperciture 
conditio'iis. 

Crop  ph,y s i 0 1 0 gy . —  These  investigations  relate  particularly  to  dates, 
pistaches,  new  citrus  hybrids  and  other  new  and  noncompetitive  crops.  The 
purpose  of  this  work  is  to  determine  various  factors  which  govern  the  success 
or  failure  of  horticultural  plants  under  different  soil  and  cliinehic  conditions 
with  special  reference  to  the  accurate  determination  of  such  factors  in  case 
of  new  arid  noncompetitive  crops  not  nov/  grovm  on  a  comm.ercial  scale  in  this 
country.  Breeding  work  is  carried  on  whenever  necessaz-y  to  adapt  such  new 
crops  to  tne  soil  and  climatic  conditions  they  must  endure  in  this  country. 
Experim.ents  with  dates,  pistaches  and  figs  are  under  way  in  Califoz'nia, 

Arizona  and  Texan,  and  new  hybrids  such  an  the  Tangelo  (cross  of  tangeiune 
witn  gra.pef mi t )  and  new  eanly  ripening  Satsiuraa,  oranges  a.re  ‘onder  investiga.tion 
in  the  Gulf  Coast  Stakes.  (Burean  of  Indian  Affa.irs  of  Depantment  of  the 
Interior  coopsra.ting) .

Frait  Disease  Investiigations . ‘ —  investigations  are  conducted  on  the 
fungous,  bacterial,  virus  and  plxysiological  diseases  of  fiuits  and  fr\iit  trees 
including  citrus  and  subtropical  fruits,  grapes,  and  small  fruits,  fruit  rots 
and  decays,  and  diseases  of  the  pecan  and  other  nuts,  with  a  viev/  to  their 
control  by  spraying  disinfection,  eradication,  and  other  methods.  These  in¬ 
vestigations  help  the  grower  in  maintaining  the  life  and  health  of  his  or¬ 
chards,  help  him  protect  his  annuah  fruit  crops  from  diseases,  stabilize  loro- 
duction  and  improve  the  quality  of  fnait,  ultimately  to  the  benefit  of  the 
consumer  as  v/ell  as  the  producer.  (Bureaus  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  and 
Entomology  cooperating). 

Vegetable  production,  Standardizghion  and  Innorovement .  —  These  invest¬ 
igations  include  improvem.ent  in  cultural  practices  for  vegetables  tl-roughout 
the  United  States,  improvement  by  selection  and  breeding  of  superior  varieties 
productio2i  on  muck  soils,  and  field  tests  for  the  pui’pose  of  establishing 
variety  standards  and  vauiety  descriptions. 

Vegetable  disease  investigations.--  Investigations  are  conducted  on  the 
f''angous,  vimas  and  bacterial  diseases  of  vegetables  to  determine  their  cause, 
conditions  ujider  which  they  develop,  localities  where  they  are  most  serious, 
methods  of  disease  transmission  and  to  develop  control  nieasures.  (Bureau  of 
Entomology  cooperating).  There  is  urgent  need  for  the  control  of  vegetable 
diseases  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  product  and  to  reduce  the 
farmers'  cost  of  production. 

Potato  Investigations.—  Experimental  v/ork  is  carried  on  in  different 
regions  v/ith  a  view  to  developing  through  breeding  and  selection  more  desir¬ 
able  commercial  varieties  of  pota.toes  and  to  improve  cultural  and  storo.ge 
practices.  The  work  is  generally  aqrolicable  but  special  experim.ents  vare  under 
way  in  the  following  States:  haine,  Virginia,  Maryland,  North  Carolina,  New 
York,  Loxiisiana,  Michigan,  low.a,  I'.Iirrnesota,  North  Eakota  and  Colorado.  Very 
active  and  influential  groups  of  potato  growers  from  the  different  States  ho.ve 
for  severab  years  been  urging  these  activities.  (Bureau  of  Home  Economics  and 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  cooperating). 

Fruit  and  Vegetoble  Honidling, _ Transportation  cand  Storo.ge  Investigations 

These  studies  include  experiments  to  determine  the  best  methods  of  lia.ndling, 
tro.nsportation  o,nd  storage  of  fraits  and  vegetccbles,  inclading  the  control  of 
diseases  in  stora.ge,  during  transit  and  on  the  m.arket;  the  effect  of  ethylene 
and  other  gases  in  coloring  fmaits  aud  vegetables;  methods  of  removing  spray 
residues  and  investigations  on  the  frozen  pack  method  of  preservation.  The 
work  is  of  general  interest  but  more  particularly  for  the  regions  of  large 
production  with  extensive  shipment.  (Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering, 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  and  Bureau  of 
Entomology  cooperating) . 

Fruit  and  Vegetable  Utilization  Investigations. —  These  experiments  in¬ 
clude  study  of  the  fundamental  factors  involved  in  the  preservation  of  food 
by  canning,  drying  and  freezing,  the  relation  of  varietab  characters  and  stage 
of  maturity  to  appearance,  palatability  and  food  value  of  the  preserved  mater¬ 
ial,  the  vabue  of  different  varieties  with  respect  to  :he  quality  of  the  final 
product,  the  study  of  the  microoiological  problems  arising  from  frozen  packing 
of  berries  and  other  fruits  and  vegetables.  This  work  is  guiding  the  develop- 
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ing  frozen  pack  indu3tr7  in  ifs  selection  of  raw  material,  (lureau  of 
Cliemistrp  and  Soils  and  Bureau  of  Borne  Bconomics  informcdly  cooperating)  . 

Bloriculture  and  Lo-ndscape  G-ardenin". —  Studies  of  a-daptalilitp  for 
planting  in  varioies  regions  are  made  of  different  vo.rieties  of  lieroaceous  and 
v/ood.y  ornamental  plaits,  including  annuals,  perennials,  roses  cud  chrysantlie- 
muras,  togetlier  with  arrangements  of  plants  and  trees  for  ornamental  effect, 
including  their  use  on  farmsteads  and  roadsides. 

3ulo  Culture. —  Experiments  vTith  tulips,  hyacinths,  narcissus  and  other 
bulls  are  under  way  with  a  view  to  aiding  the  ra.pidly  developing  bulb-growing 
industr:.''  of  the  United  States.  Bhe  \eork  is  of  general  application  but  of 
especial  interest  in  the  Pacific  northwest,  north  Carolina,  and  Long  Island,

Diseases  of  Orna.raental  Plants. —  Investigations  are  conducted  on  the 
ungous,  bsicterial  virus  cud  prg'siological  diseases  of  orna.menta,l  plants  and 
loral  crops  to  determine  the  best  means  of  control.  (Bureau  of  Entomology 
cooperch-ing) . 

Cheyenne  Horticultural  Yield  Station. —  Experiments  under  both  dryland 
and  irrigated  conditions  are  conducted  with  fruits,  vegetables,  flowers  and 
shelter-belt  plants.  Pertilizer,  projiing,  soil  management,  thinning  and 
pollination  studies  are  conducted.  Breeding  investigations  are  conducted  for 
the  purpose  of  developing  better  varieties  resistant  to  drought  and  cold. 
Extensive  experiments  in  shelter-belt  plantings  are  in  progress.

Bisld  and  laboratory  investigodions  are  conducted  with  Yc..rious  plants  to 
determine  the  principles  and  mechanics  of  inheritance.  The  exiDoriments  involve 
controlled  hybridization  bet’ceen  individuals  of  knovm  a.ncestry  and  analysis  of 
subsequent  progeny  for  severo.l  gener.ations ;  cytological  studies  of  the  transm.is- 
sion  of  tlie  character  carriers  (chromosomes)  from  one  generjotioc  to  the  next; 
the  production  of  new  characters  by  artificial  methods  such  <as  x-rog's.  Heredity 
and  enviroirjient  are  interdependent  <and  investigations  cue  in  progress  on  the 
influence  of  physical  conditions  upon  growth  cud  reproduction  v/ith  particular 
reference  to  the  effect  of  electric  currents  on  grov/ing  plauts;  alteration  of 
soil  atmosphere  bjr  means  of  v.arious  gases;  the  effect  of  'permanent  and  temporary 
mulches  on  grovdh  stimulation;  the  effect  of  x-rays  on  growth  retard, ation.  The 
restarts  have  demonstrated  that  heredity  is  an  orderly  j^rocess  obe'^ing  definite 
laws.  Knov;ledge  of  the  principles  underlying  these  orderly  processes  must  be 
extended  as  they  furnish  the  basis  for  intelligent  pl.ant  breeding.

The  work  njider  this  appropriation  includes  the  collection  .and  study  of 
plant  parasites  and  other  fungi,  surveys  of  plant  diseases  in  the  United  States, 
and  investigations  on  the  culture  and  diseases  of  mushrooms. 

Mycology. —  Fork  under  this  project  consists  of  maintenance  of  collec¬ 
tions  of  specimens  of  plant  parasites  and  other  fungi  having  relation  to  injury 
or  destruction  of  economic  plants  and  plant  products,  their  identif ica.tion,  and 
preservation  for  technical  study  and  reference  purposes.  The  herbarium  main¬ 
tained  under  this  project  serves  as  a,  repository  for  fungus  material  on  which 
the  pathological  work  of  other  divisions  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  has 
Been  Based  and  the  project  functions  as  a  service  unit  for  the  pathological 
workers  of  these  divisions  as  well  as  those  of  the  various  State  stations. 
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Plant  Disease  Survey. — '.lork  under  this  project  consists  of  surveys  to 
determine  the  geographic  distrihation ,  prevaJence,  and  ra.te  of  spreaxl  of  plant 
diseases  in  the  United  States  and  losses  caused  hy  disease,  as  well  a,s  the 
appearance  of  new  or  dangerous  diseases  and  epidemics  or  unusua,!  outbreaics  of 
disease.  Piles  are  maintained  in  whhch  the  inform.ation  thus  accumlated  is 
always  available  and,  in  cooperation  with  the  Mycology  project,  files  for 
plant  disease  literature  of  the  world  are  mainta.ined.  This  project  aJso  col¬ 
lects  current  information  on  the  status  of  plcant  diseases  througiiow-t  the 
United  States,  and  by  means  of  a  mineographed  periodical,  distributes  this 
information  to  pathologists  in  thus  coimtry  and  abroad.  All  of  the  lines  of 
work  carried  on  under  this  project  are  of  nehional  or  large  regional  scoT^e. 

It  is  indeed  the  only  orga-nization  in  the  countr;/'  in  which  an  attempt  is  made 
to  study  the  significance  of  all  pli:nt  diseases  on  a,  national  basis.  T/hile 
it  is  impossible  to  cover  satisfa.ctorily  so  large  a  field  with  very  limited 
fmds,  no  problems  of  purely  local  interest  are  considered. 

Mushroom  Investigations . — ITork  under  this  project  consists  of  invest¬ 
igations  of  the  causes  and  control  of  mushroom  diseaoses,  panticulauly  the 
truffle  and  Mycogone  diseases  and  related  problems  of  mushroom  culture. 
Mushrooms  are  grown  to  a  gr'a.ter  or  less  extent  in  every  State  in  the  Union 
with  the  possible  exception  of  a.  few  of  the  more  southern  ones,  and  the 
diseases  are  equally  widespread.  Th.e  truffle  diseane  which  is  now  ca„using 
the  most  concern  to  the  industry  was  first  fownd  and  studied  in  Ohio  but  is 
now  knovrn  from  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  IJew  York,  Manyland,  Illinois,  Minnesota 
and  Coloraxlo.  Other  phases  of  hie  v/ork  of  the  projects  ane  equaJly  widesprea.d. 
The  project  includes  the  development  of  nev.r  industries  through  efforts  to 
esta^blish  in  the  United  Staotes  cultivations  of  the  Puropean  Truffle,  t'le 
Japanese  miUshroora  and  to  grow  wnder  artificiafi  conditions  the  Morel  and  other 
desirahle  edible  wild  t^/pes.  (Bureau  of  Entomology  cooperating).

Work  Done  Under  this  Appropriation 

These  investigations  deal  with  those  nematodes  (minute  animals,  popularly 
known  as  eel\7orras,  or  neraas)  vdiich  are  found  living  in  the  soil,  attacking  and 
parasitizing  ple„nts  or  destroying  insects,  nillipeds,  snails,  and  other  small 
animals.  A  field  IcUoratory  is  maintahned  at  SoJt  Lrike  City,  Utola. 

Plant-'pa.rasitic  and  soil-inhalDiting  nematodes. — Under  this  project  all 
plant  diseases  caused  by  nematodes  are  studied  with  a  view  to  working  out  methods 
for  their  control  and  to  determining  the  relationship  of  these  and  other  nematodes 
to  plant  life,  soil  fertility,  and  various  activities  of  man.  The  outstanding 
nemic  plant  pests  dealt  with  are:  (l)  The  root-knot  nematode,  known  to  attack 
about  900  different  plant  species,  including  most  of  the  important  crop  and 
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horticultiaral  plants,  inflicting  liea,vy  losses  in  some  regions  upon  vegetable, 
root,  and  orchard  crops,  cotton  and  tobacco.  It  is  a  dreaded  greenhouse  pest 
everywhere.  (2)  The  ‘bulb  or  stern  nematode,-  exceedingly  troublesome  on  some 
220  plants  (such  as  alfalfa,  clover,  oats,  meet  jrotatoes,  onions,  and  narcissus)** 
(3)  The  sugar-beet  nematode.  (4)  The  strawberry  nematode,  attacking  a  variety 
of  plants  besides  the  strav/berry.  (5)  The  meadow  nematode,-  very  troublesome  on 
tobacco,  potatoes,  etc.  (b)  Tlie  citrus  nematode,  (j)  The  wheat  nematode.  And 
many  others ♦ 

Mermithidae,  nemas  infesting  insects. — Through  these  studies  the  fact  was 
established  that  certain  nematodes  thah  are  parasitic  in  insects  may  have  a 
beneficial  effect  on  crop  T^roduction  where  they  control  or  reduce  nui'nerous  insect 
pests  (such  as  grasshoppers,  ants,  crickets,  the  sugar-cane  borer,  f^ypsy  moth, 
alfalfa  weevil,  etc.).  Surveys  seem  to  indicate  that  the  absence  of  serious 
grasshopper  outbrealcs  ea„st  of  the  dry  hocky  Mountain  region  is  largely  due  to 
some  of  these  para,sites,  v;hich,  because  of  climatic  conditions,  fail  to  live  in 
regions  where  grasshoppers  are  a  recurrent  plague.  Other  nematodes  attacking  the 
Japanese  beetle,  the  cucumber  beetle,  the  bark  beetles,  etc.  ,  look  promising  as 
efficient  factors  of  control.

In  the  field  monagem.ent  of  the  tobacco  crop  the  great  Vcariation  in  in¬ 
fluence  of  certain  crops  on  both  yield  and  quo.lity  in  the  crop  rotation  system  is 
particular!//  important.  Plant  nutrition  investigations  are  directed  tov/ard  the 
determination  of  the  extent  and  signif ic.cnce  of  the  influence  of  these  variations, 
particulo.rly  on  yield  and  quality  of  crops  included  in  the  rotation,  and  include 
the  inter-relation  of  crops  other  th:vn  tobacco  and  the  relative  pl.n.nt  food  re- 
q,uireraents  both  of  the  tobacco  and  the  crops  v/hich  may  be  grown  in  rotoAion  with 
it. 

Studies  are  also  made  of  the  effect  of  length  of  day  on  growth,  develop¬ 
ment  and  composition  of  plants  including  effects  of  d.aily  duration,  intensity  and 
color  or  composition  of  the  light;  (influence  of  certain  crops  on  other  crops  fol¬ 
lowing  in  the  rotation;  and  the  plant  food  elements  and  the  relative  plant-food 
requirements  of  crops  commonly  grown  in  rotation).  The  work  is  carried  on  with 
■the  same  personnel  as  Tobacco  Investigations.

The  v/ork  under  this  appropriation  consists  chiefly  of  resea.rch  toward 
acclimatization  and  a,daptation  of  crops  from  troijical  regions,  rubber  production 
investigations  and  fiber  production  investigations.  Field  experiments  are 
carried  on  at  the  sto.tions  maintahned  under  the  item  for  Cotton  Production  a,nd 
Diseases,  and  cooperative  experiments  are  loCcated  at  the  State  agriculturcul 
experiment  stations  and  with  other  cooperating  agencies. 

Acclimatization  and  adaptatio:i  ox  rubber  and  other  tropic-o.l  plants .  — Under 
this  project  problems  of  rubber  production  are  being  investigated  in  relation  to 
plants  that  ca.n  be  gro^vn  in  the  United  States  and  in  the  Carnal  Zone,  or  in  adja.- 
cent  countries  of  tropical  America.,  to  provide  new  crops  for  the  United  States 
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md  lessen  the  da.nger  of  complete  dependence  on  remote  sources  of  supplj  in  the 
]ast  Indies.  ITative  and  foreign  species  of  ruhoer-producing  plants  are  heing 
nested  and  investigated  in  Florida,  Texas,  ilev/  Henico,  Arizona  and  California, 
rhe  Hevea.  ruhher  tree  of  Srazil,  the  sa;ne  that  is  cultivs,ted  extensivel;'  in  the 
Cast  Indies,  is  found  to  grow  well  in  soutliern  Florida.  The  present  low  prices 
)f  rubber,  bp  tending  to  develop  marp'  new  uses,  are  increasing  the  danger  of 
lependence  on  foreign  supplies,  -and  render  it  the  more  necessar?^  to  determine  the 
feasibility  of  esto.blishing  a  producing  industry  or  reserve  supplies  of  rubber 
.n  the  United  States  or  in  adjacent  countries  of  tropical  America.  (Reclamation 
service,  Rubber  Division  of  Commerce  Deroe.rtment ,  Canal  Zone  Government,  War 
)epartment,  and  Bureau  of  Standards  cooperating).  The  agriculture  of  the  United 
States  is  based  largely  on  plauts  from  tropical  countries,  as  maize  or  Indian 
;orn,  cotton,  tobacco,  potatoes,  peanrts,  bea.ns,  and  rice.  Many  other  trojjical 
fmaits,  vegetatles  and  other  plaait  products  are  believed  to  be  capable  of  more 
extensive  utilization  in  the  southern  and  southwestern  States  if  suitatle  var- 
.eties  and  cultural  methods  a,re  developed. 

Fiber  plants. — Uork  under  this  project  includes  the  investigation  of  hemp 
ind  flax  fiber  nrodi'.ction  in  the  United  States  a,nd  of  hard  fibers  such  as  ata,ca 
.Manila,  hemp),  raa.guey,  sisat,  and  henequen  in  the  tropics;  and  all  pla.nt  fibers, 
;xcept  cotton,  used  for  ropes,  twines,  yarns,  woven  fabrics,  hats,  matting  a.nd 
stuffing  or  filling.  Ov/ing  to  redeiction  of  tands,  field  vroric  in  the  Philippines,

Tne  vrorh  under  this  appropriation  includes  researcie  on  the  problems  con¬ 
nected  with  the  quality  of  agricultural  seeds,  inioimiational  service  on  samples 
submitted  for  test  and  in  connection  vath  enforcement  of  Eederal  Seed  Act.  Co¬ 
operative  Seed  Testing  Laboratories  are  maintained  at  Sacramento,  Calif.,  Lafayette, 
Ind. ,  Columbia,  ho » ,  and  Corvallis,  Oreg. 

Hesearch.— Various  groups  of  seeds  which  are  difficult  of  identification, 
including  both  crop  seeds  and  seeds  of  weeds,  have  been  studied  to  determine  the 
characters  wnicn  may  be  used  in  tneir  identification  and  separation.  This  work 
has  been  of  primary  importance  in  connection  with  such  cultivated  plants  as  the 
G-BASSnS,  including  the  rye  grasses,  fescues,  bent  grasses  and  bluegrasses,  as  well 
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as  VSTCHES  and  3HASSICAS.  Similar  stiidies  have  seen  made  and  c-are  being  made  of 
the  troublesome  weeds  so  that  their  identif ica-tion  ma,y  be  rna-de  by  seed  analysis 
generally. 

Studies  have  been  made  of  the  iundamental  physiological  fa.ctors  controlling 
germination,  with,  particular  attention  being  pc.id  to  the  grotips  of  cultivated 
plants  where  germination  has  been  found  difficult,  or  where  the  seeds,  on  a.ccount 
of  dormancy,  did  not  respond  rea.dily  to  the  usual  methods  of  seed  testing.  These 
studies  ha.ve  dealt  both  with  problems  designed  to  a,dvance  our  knowledge  of  the 
general  principles  involved  in  seed  germination  and  v/ith  specific  difficulties  in 
the  Carrying  out  of  seed  gei'rainatioii  tests.  The  more  genertd  problems  have  in¬ 
volved  studies  of  the  dev-,-'lopment  of  important  seed  structures  and  of  the  effect 
of  tempercaturo ,  light,  gases  .and  chernic.als  on  the  processes  of  germination  and 
on  seed  sto rage . 

Seed  Testing. — Under  this  project  .an  advisory  service  is  maintained  for 
..  farmers,  seedsmen  a,nd  others  interestod  in  seed  quality,  based  upon  seed  scmples 
:  tested  to  determine  the  proportion  of  pure  seeds  present,  the  kind  and  proportion 
of  weed  seeds,  the  germinchion  of  the  pure  seed,  and  region  of  production  for  in- 
.  suring  to  farmers  that  the  seed  to  be  planted  is  pure  a.nd  of  good  quality. 

Federal.  Seed  Act. — Anpropriation  in  that  p.art  of  the  Act,  as  follows;

1^  ling  and  testing  of  all  field  s-^eds  offered  for  entry  to  determine  fitness  for 
entry  into  the  United  St-ates,  th-e  supervision  of  coloring  of  alfalfa,  -and  red 
clover  of  foreign  origin,  and  cooperation  v/ith  Stahe  agencies  to  determine  whether 
.any  seed  shipped  in  interst.ate  corurorce  is  f r.audulently  misbranded,  Tl..is  work 
is  required  by  lav;  to  jrr-event  the  pl.anting  of  seed  una,d.apted  to  this  country. 

InternationaJ  Seed  Testing  Cor-gress, — Under  this  project  ^participation  in 
the  International  Seed  Tasting  Congress  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  is 
authorized  to  t/.'.e  extent  of  $250.  The  Seed  Testing  Congress  is  endea.voring  to 
set  up  inter national  rules  for  testing  seed  to  insure  uniformity.

Fork  Under  this  A'o'propriation 

The  work  under  this  appropriation  consists  chiefly  of  researcu  on  the 
problems  connected  with  the  grov/ing  of  sugar  cane  and  s'ugar  beets  in  the 
United  Stakes,  i'ncluding  the  control  of  diseases  -a.ff acting  these  crops. 

Sugar  ca.'ne  investigations. — Under  this  nroject  investigatio'ns  i'nclude 
the  study  of  sugarcane  diseases,  develop'''.ent  of  methods  for  their  control, 
breeding  a.nd  testing  of  new  varieties  of  cane  for  the  purpose  of  developing 
varieties  better  a.daated  to  co'nditions  in  this  country  as  'well  as  resistant  to 
diseases  and  capa.ble  of  furnis’iir.g  better  yields  in  Louisiana,  Florida,  and 
other  Southern  States,  a'nd  Puerto  Rico.  The  s'ugar  cane  industry  is  'particularly 
interested  in  the  investiga.tions  on  field  iuethods  of  controlling  diseases  a.nd  in 
the  increase  of  seed  supplies  of  disea.se-recistant  varieties  of  sugar  cane. 

Outstanding  jjrogress  ha.s  resulted  from  this  work,  the  most  striking 
exam^ple  being  the  reconstitution  of  tl:e  Louisiana  sugar  cane  industry  by  means 
of  disease  resistant  varieties  of  cane.  The  five-year  average  production  of 
sugar  reflecti'.ig  the  'oer  acre  yield  of  cane  during  the  ueriod  192^1~132o  dropped 
because  of  a  rece'ntly  introd/^ced  viro.s  disease  to  tons  per  year  compared 

with  an  average  of  250,000  tons  for  the  previous  twenty  years.  Restoration  to 
an  average  of  1S5j0G0  tons  per  3/ear  for  the  five  years  just  past  is  directly 
attributable  to  this  resea.rch  and  the  outlook  for  complete  restoration  of  this  im¬ 
portant  i'ndustry  o.nd  the  came  sii-jo  i'ndast'ries  of  the  C-'ilf  States  seems  dependent 
only  on  intensive  prosecokion  of  v/orh  under  this  a.pioropriation.  (Puerto  Rico 
Agricaltural  Experiment  Station,  Lo'^nisiaua  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 
Mississippi  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  and  .Division  of  Soil  Fertility, 
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Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  cooperating.) 

Sugar  beet  investigations. — Under  this  project  superior  yielding  var¬ 
ieties  are  being  developed,  strains  resistant  to  disease  are  selected  for  in¬ 
crease,  types  of  beets  better  adapted  to  conditions  in  this  country  are  pro¬ 
duced,  experiments  involving  conparative  studies  of  cultural  pra.ctices  are  per¬ 
formed,  and  special  methods  for  the  control  of  curly-top  and  other  serious 
diseases,  including  special  investigations  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  for  the  control  of  the  curly-top  disease  of  sugar  beets  transmitted 
by  the  leafhopper.  The  sngar-beet  industry  is  particularly  interested  in  the 
investigations  on  field  methods  of  controlling  diseases  and  in  the  increase  of 
seed  supplies  of  di sease-resi stant  suga.r  beets- 


Gratifying  progress  in  the  development  of  strains  of  sugar  beets  resist¬ 
ant  to  curly-top  and  leaf  spot,  the  principal  diseases  of  beets,  has  been  made 
and  one  strain  showing  a  measure  of  resistance  to  curly-top  has  been  released 
for  commercial  culture.  Strains  of  greater  promise  are  in  process  of  develop¬ 
ment  and  test,  forecasting  the  eventual  removal  of  these  disease  hazards  which 
take  a  toll  of  many  millions  of  dollars  every  year  and  threaten  the  existence 
of  a  large  proportion  of  the  indu.stry  with  capital  investments  of  over  fifty 
million  dollars.  Bicccssful  fruition  of  vrork  on  di secuse-resi stant  strains  of 
sugar  beets  will  incidentally  bring  a  new  industry  to  American  farmers,  the 
commercial  production  of  sugar-beet  seed,  the  beginning  of  which,  attributable 
entirely  to  this  research,  v/as  started  on  a  substantial  ba.sis  in  1933,  and  in 
future  y'ears  if  vrork  is  actively  continued  will  free  American  beet  growers  from 
the  anomalous  but  traditional  dependence  on  European  seedsmen-  (California 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  Her;  Mexico  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 
Colorado  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  Minnesota  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  Michigan  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  Division  of  Soil  Eertility 
and  Carbohydrate  Division,  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils,  Division  of  Mechanical 
Equipment,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  coopera^ting)  .

Work  Done  Under  this  Appropriation 

The  work  under  this  appropria.tion  consists  primarily  of  determining  by 
field  studies  and  experiments  the  crops,  rotations,  cropping  methods,  soil 
treatments,  and  irrigation  practices  (including  the  quality  of  the  irrigation 
water)  that  will  contribute  to  a  permanently  successful  irrigation  agricultn.re 
on  lands  reclaimed  under  the  Reclamation  Act  and  other  extensive  irrigated 
areas.  An  important  feature  of  the  results  of  these  investigations  is  the 
accumalation  of  valuable  data  from  a  series  of  crop  rotations  and  tillage 
exuoriments,  which  have  thrown  a  significant  light  on  the  economicod  pro¬ 
duction  of  staule  crops  and  the  value  of  crop  diversification  d.s  a.n  aid  in  the 
contr-^l  of  plant  diseases,  insect  and  weed  pests.  At  three  of  the  field  sta¬ 
tions  the  twenty-second  successive  season  of  results  wore  recorded  in  1935 
from  over  150  crop  sequences. 

Other  lines  of  work  under  this  project  are:  (l)  Determining  the  var¬ 
ieties  of  various  crops  best  ada,pted  to  existing  conditions;  (2)  improved 
irrigation  pra-ctices;  (3)  variety  tests  of  suitable  fru.its  and  vegetables  in 
order  tha.t  the  settlers  will  be  more  nearly  self-sustaining;  (4)  ascertaining 
the  most  practical  farming  methods  for  obtaining  and  maintaining  crop  yields  of  a 
magnitude  likely  to  a.ssure  a  profit;  (5)  developing  the  more  efficient 
utilization  by  means  of  livestock  of  crops  grown  for  soil  improvement  purposes; 

(6)  determining  the  extent  that  the  livestock  industry  may  be  advantageously 
included  in  the  fa.rm  program:  (7)  developing  improved  irrigation  practices  that 
will  a.id  in  preventing  the  accumulation  of  harmful  concentrations  of  sa.lts  in 
the  root  zone  so  that  the  productivity  of  the  soil  may  be  maintained;  (8)  where 
climatic  and  other  conditions  are  favorahle,  determining  the  possibilities  of 
specia.lized,  high-priced  crops  of  cO.  less  competitive  nature  and  ascertatning 
the  problems  incident  to  their  successful  production;  (9)  developing  further 
authentic  information  with  respect  to  the  agricultural  potentialities  of  the 
lands  now  under  cultivation.

that  such  ingredient  is  inert,  or,  instea.d,  a  statement  giving  the  n,a:ee  and 

quantity  of  each  a.ctivo  ingredient,  with  the  percentage  of  the  combined  inert 
ingredients.  The  princip-al  labels  for  insecticides,  other  than  lead  arsenate 
and  Paris  green,  and  for  fungicides  that  contain  arsenic  or  coinpounds  of  arsenic, 
oust  show  the  percentage  of  arsenic  present.  Any  false  or  exaggerated  claim  as 
to  the  efficacy  of  an  insecticide  or  fungicide  constitiotes  a  violation  of  the 
law.  The  act  dema.nds  further  that  all  insecticides  .and  fungicides  must  be  up 
to  the  standards  under  v.hich  they  are  sold  and  that  no  insecticide  or  fungicide 
shall  contain  any  substance  or  substa.nces  th-vt  ’oill  injure  the  plant  on  which 
it  '.nny  be  used.

directions  for  treatment  in  case  of  accidental  personal  injury,  and  with  the 
na,me  and  place  of  business  of  the  manufacturer,  packer,  seller  or  distributor. 

To  enforce  this  Act,  samples  must  be  collected  from  the  products  determined 
by  chemical  analysis,  and  such  tests  made  as  v/ill  establish  whether  any  or 
aJl  of  the  ingredients  are  caustic  or  corrosive,  and  whether  the  directions 
given  in  case  of  injury  are  correct  and  a„dequate . 

Authorisation  Covering  Purchase  Of 

Passenger  Carrying  Vehicles 

An  increa.se  of  $3,600  is  recommended  in  the  passenger  carrying  vehicle 
purchase  authorisation  for  1935  in  order  thad  in  addition  to  replacement  of 
old  cars,  by  exch,a:ige,  as  shorn  in  detail  in  the  Budget  schedule,  further 
progress  :nay  be  made  in  furnishing  each  food  and  drug  inspector  v/ith  a  Govern¬ 
ment  owned  car. 

The  use  of  automobiles  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  inspection  work 
under  five  acts  enforced  by  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  is  essential. 
Factories,  dadries,  orchard.s,  canneries,  wa.rehouses,  retail  establishments 
and  other  places  where  foods,  drags,  insecticides  and  naval  stores  are  manu¬ 
factured,  produced  or  ddstributed,  must  be  visited  and  inspected.  Shipments 
of  these  commodities  by  freight,  express  and  trucks  oust  be  kept  und.er  sur¬ 
veillance.  Sanples  must  be  collected  and  delivered  for  shipment  to  labora¬ 
tories.  This  can  be  done  most  economdcally  and  efficiently  by  the  use  of 
automobiles.  Automobiles  can  be  obtadncvd  for  the  purpose  by  hiring  commercial 
cans,  by  using  personadly  owned  cans  of  erployees  on  the  mdlea.ge  basis,  or 
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"by  t’.ie  purcliase  of  G-ovornnent  ovraef  cars.  Tr.o  latter  nethod  has  heea  found 
to  he  the  r.iost  econor.iicol  in  the  vrark  of  the  f  ood  and  Drue  Adninistrn.tion, 
costing  on  the  average  .about  3-1/2  cents  per  nils.  The  purchase  of  13  addi¬ 
tional  cars  included  in  these  esti:nates  will  reduce  the  use  of  personally 
owned  cars  which  cost  on  the  o,vera-ne  about  5  cents  per  raile  and  also  the 
hire  of  conr.iercio.l  cars  v.hich  cost  from  10  to  15  cents  per  mile. 

The  19  cars  to  be  exchanged  are  to  replace  cars  or  tracks  v.’hich,  durin 
the  fiscal  year  1935,  will  h,ave  been  usel  for  the  naxiTwam  number  of  miles  o 
economicaJ  o'pei’ation.

General  Statement 

In  order  to  provide  better  coordination  and  more  effective  and 
economical  direction  of  the  Department's  research  and  control  'Tork  on 
insect  pests  and  the  eradication  and  control  work  on  plant  diseases 
this  Bridget  provides  for  the  consolidation  of  the  Bureaus  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Q,narantine  ajid  those  activities  heretofore  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  dealing  with  the  control  aud  eradication  of  the 
following  plant  diseases:  Citrus  canker,  phony  pea.ch,  Dutch  elm  disease, 
white  ;pinc  blister  rust,  aud  stem  ru.st  of  grains.  Supervision  of  these 
latter  activities  were  administratively  assigned  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  November 
1933. 


To  effect  these  changes  in  the  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year 
1935  it  has  been  necessary  to  propose  some  changes  in  language.  Most  of 
these  changes  are  required  because  of  the  proposed  consolidations  and 
only  alter  the  arrangement  of  authority  included  in  the  Act  making 
appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1934-.  A  few  minor  changes  are,  however, 
proposed  in  the  interest  of  simplification  and  orderly  presentation  of 
subject  matter. 

The  tabulation  on  the  next  page  is  a  compara^tive  statement  of  the 
funds  available  for  the  work  of  the  combined  unit  -'from  the  fiscaJ  yea.r 
1932  forward.  To  permit  of  more  accuTcate  and  convenient  corapa.rison,  this 
stahenent,  and  the  explanatory  notes  which  follow,  show  activities  for 
1932,  1933  and  1934  under  the  vanious  sub-a.pproprio.tions  on  the  same  basis 
as  h;  at  proposed  for  the  fiscgol  year  1935.  The  explanatory  notes  also  are 
prepared  on  this  basis,  for  the  sake  of  charity.  Tlie  amounts  given  in 
these  statements  for  certain  of  the  a^ppropriation  items  therefore  do  not  in 
all  instances  agree  with  the  sunuiary  on  page  25B  of  the  Committee  print. 

Th©  summary  in  the  Coriimittee  print  was  based  on  the  amounts  included  in 
the  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1954.  The  differences 
aiid  totals  care  reconciled  as  follows:

Change  in  Language 

The  change  of  language  proposed  in  the  Budget  estimate  eliminat¬ 
ing  the  words  "and  shade  tree"  from  the  title  and  the  words  "shade 
tree,  ha.rdy  shrubs,  and  including  research  on  the  Asiatic  a^nd  Japanese 
beetles,  and  the  parla.toria  date  scale,  and  fruit  flies,  $366,000,  to¬ 
gether  with  $55,000  of  the  unexpended  &a,lance  of  tne  appropriation  for 
Mediterranean  fruit  fl’-  contained  in  the  Agricultural  Appropriation 
Act  for  the  fisc,al  year  1931"  is  explained  as  follows: 

(a)  Tke  change  in  title  and  the  elimination  of  the  words  referring  to 
investigations  on  insects  affecting  shade  tree  and  hardy  shrubs  con- 
templa.tes  grouping  research  on  these  pests  with  that  carried  on  under 
the* item  "Forest  Insects."  Many  of  the  insects  which  attack  shade 
trees  are  the  s.ame  as  those  which  a.tiack  forest  trees. 

(b)  The  reference  to  specific  insects  such  as  the  Japanese  and 
Asiatic  beetles,  Pa.rlatoria.  date  scale  a.nd  fruit  flies  is  eliminated 
in  the  interest  of  simplification  and  should  avoid  possible  confusion 
wi.th  control  or  regulatory  activities  on  tnese  pests  conducted  under 
other  items, 

(c)  The  elimination  of  the  w ords  authorizing  tne  reappropriation  of 
portion  of  an  unexpended  bal.ance  is  proposed  since  .amount  of  the  esti¬ 
mate  provides  funds  for  investigations  on  fruit  flies. 
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Work  Done  Under  Tkis  Approioriatlon 

TMs  aopropriation  provides  for  investigations  on  insects 
affecting  fruit,  fruit  trees,  nuts,  grapes,  and  related  small 
fruits  having  their  seeds  internally  such  as  blueberries,  cr.anberries, 
etc.  These  activities  incl'ade  research  to  develop  methods  for  the 
control  of  such  pests  as  the  Japanese  and  Asiatic  beetles,  various 
species  of  fruit  flies,  the  codling  moth  and  other  pests  of  apples, 
Oriental  fruit  moth,  plum  curculio  and  other  pests  of  peaches, 
grapeberry  moth  and  other  pests  of  grape  and  n'omerous  insect  pests 
a.ttacking  nuts  and  dried  fruits  and  various  pests  of  subtropical 
fru.its  such  as  oranges,  dates,  etc. 

One  of  the  more  imuortant  activites  carried  on  under  this 
appropriati  in  is  concerned  with  the  development  of  methods  of  control 
of  such  pests  of  fruits  as  colding  moth,  grapeberry  moth,  plum  cur¬ 
culio,  etc.,  so  as  to  eliminate  injurious  spray  residues.  The  im¬ 
portance  of  experiments  to  develop  methods  of  controlling  certain 
species  of  fruit  flies  which  occur  in  cc^ntries  outside  of  the 
United  States  is  emphasised  by  the  recent  capture  at  Key  West, 

Florida,  and  in  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas,  of  specimens 
of  foreign  fruit  flies  which  are  -ootential  pests  of  major  importance. 
The  rapid  spread  of  the  Oriental  fruit  moth,  an  introduced  nest  which 
attacks  many  kinds  of  deciduous  fruits  ?nd  the  absence  of  fully 
effective  artificial  controls  enpl.asized  the  need  fo’r  continuing 
investigations  on  it  including  importation  and  distribution  of  its 
parasites. 

The  investigations  on  the  numerous  important  insect  enemies 
of  fr'uits,  nuts,  etc.,  are  coordinated  with  or  carried  on  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  various  State  agencies.  Field  laboratories  are  located  at: 
WenPvtchee,  Washington;  Fresno  and  Whittier,  CaJifornia;  Brownwood, 
Texas;  Shreveport,  Louisiana;  Orlando,  Florida;  Fort  Valley  and 
Albany,  Georgia;  Vincennes,  Indiana.;  Takoma  Park,  Maryland;  and 
Moo  res  town,  ITew  Jersey.

(2)  A  decrease  of  $17,581  for  su-pervis ion  of  nurseries  and  greenhouses. 

In  the  last  four  yee^rs  233,021,180  nursery  plants,  many  of  which  had  roots  in 
soil,  and  39,703  car  lots  of  sand  potting  soil  and  its  constituents  were  certi¬ 
fied  for  shipment  outside  the  regula.ted  area.  These  nursery  plants  originated 
from  the  1,554  nurseries  loca-ted  within  the  regulated  area,  and  v/ere  shipped  to 
every  State  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  sanitary  measures  employed  under 
Federal  supervision  which  served  as  a  basis  for  certifica,tion  form  the  sole  pro¬ 
tection  a,gainst  the  distribution  of  the  Ja,panese  beetle  with  these  ma,teriaJs. 

The  reduction  in  this  appropria,tion  will  necessitate  a,  corresponding 
reduction  in  the  rmiount  of  supervision  given  to  sanitary  measures  required  in 
these  nurseries  as  a  basis  for  this  Federal  certification. 

(3)  A  decrease  of  $296  for  nursery  and  greenhouse  scouting.  Cla,ssifi ca¬ 
tion  of  nursery  and  greenhouses  in  the  quarantined  area,  is  based  on  the  determin- 
a.tion  by  Federal  inspection  as  to  the  presence  or  r,bscnce  of  the  Ja,pa,nesc  beetle 
in  the  individual  premises.  The  certification  for  movement  out  of  the  quaran¬ 
tined  area  involves  the  different  procedures  depending  upon  this  classification.

Work  Done  Under  This  Aporo-oriation 

The  money  oppropria.ted  ■'nnder  this  item  is  used  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
[Uarantine  to  orevent  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle.  The  beetle  is  present  in 
'ourteon  eastern  States  .and  the  District  of  Colu-mbi.a.  The  insect  is  carried  in 
he  grub  stage  in  soil  on  the  roots  of  nursery  stock.  One  of  the  important  means 
if  prevention  of  spread,  therefore,  is  the  inspection  and  certification  of  plant 
irodacts  moving  out  of  nurseries  in  the  infested  a.rea- 

More  than  thirty-four  million  plants  nere  thus  inspected  and  certified 
luring  the  past  fisca,l  yean-  It  is  necessary  in  many  instances  to  treat  such 
Lursery  stock  and  this  tre-atment  is  su.pervised  by  the  Department.  Repressive 
leasures  a.re  canried  on  at  certadn  isol.'^.ted  points  where  i'ncipient  infestations 
<xe  located.  Scouting  is  -necessa.ry  to  dcterm.ine  the  presence  of  the  beetle  in  lo- 
lalities  outside  the  regula.ted  area,  so  that  qua.rantine  measu.res  ma.y  be  properly 
.nvoked.  Other  -oroducts  besides  nursery  stock  are  regulated  and  su-oervision  of 
umigation  of  certain  fruits  is  required,  together  with  inspection  ."ind  certifica- 
:ion  of  fa.rm  products  such  as  sweet  corn  and  simila.r  articles.  Wearly  four  millio'n 
lackages  of  such  products  were  i'nspected  and  certified  during  the  last  fiscal  yea.r 
snd  sterilization  as  a  ba.sis  for  certif ica.tion  was  applied  to  four  thousand  ca.r- 
•oads  of  sand  and  ea.rth  desti'ned  for  use  in  nurseries -

Tl.e  Mexican  frc.it  flv  v'a.s  fo'c.nd  ir.  tne  Lorer  Bio  Gr.ande  Valiev  of 
Texa.s  in  tine  crop  sea.son  of  1S27  .  Eradication  measures  were  imniediately 
undertaken  oy  tne  United  States  Eepa.rtnent  of  Agriculture  in  coopera.tion 
ritn  the  State  of  Texas-  Uhile  ohese  efforts  were  apparently  successful, 
there  inave  oeen  recurring  infestations,  due  'oossi'bly  in  some  instances  at 
least,  to  reinfestation  which  ca;ne  into  Texas  from  Mexico-  This  insect 
exists  at  the  present  time  just  across  the  P.io  Grande  Piver  from  BroiAnsville , 
Texas.  The  cor.stant  shipping  to  Mexican  to’Ans  along  the  oorder  of  infested 
fruits  from  the  interior  of  Mexico  presents  a  continual  menace  to  the  fruit 
cultures  on  this  side  of  the  line. 

A  continuance  of  these  activities  is  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  Mexican  frait  fly  from  the  infested  area  in  the  Lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley  in  Te.xa.s,  to  eradicate  it  from  that  area,  and  to  eliminate 
so  far  as  p^ssihla  the  infesta.tion  existing  in  the  small  area  across  the  Rio 
Gra.nde  River  from  Brownsville,  Tcxa.s,  in  order  to  minimise  the  risk 
of  reintroduction  of  the  pest. 

Haring  the  season  grove  inspections  are  made  once  in  thirty  days  as 
that  is  about  the  time  retjuired  for  development  of  the  larvae  of  the  Mexican 
fruit  fly.  The  States  outside  the  infested  area  susceptible  to  infestation 
depend  on  the  Eederal  authorities  to  prevent  the  movement  of  commodities 
which  might  be  detrimental  to  the  fruit  culture  outside  the  infested  area- 
If  infestations  can  be  found  before  they  build  up  to  serious  proportions 
eradication  efforts  are  more  efficient,  less  expensive,  and  result  in  de¬ 
struction  of  less  fru.it  for  the  growers. 

Thus  situation  has  been  seriously  aggravated  by  the  hurricane  of 
September  4,  1933.  Between  ten  and  twelve  thousand  carloa.ds  of  citrus 
fruit  were  blown  from  the  trees.  Relieved  of  this  load  unusually  early 
blooming  is  likely  to  result  which  would  be  followed  by  so  called  "off 
bloom"  friit.  This  fruit  .natures  during  the  non-host  fruit  season  and  its 
detection  and  destruction  forms  no  small  part  of  the  work  of  the  inspection 
force  durinr  the  sea.eon.  There  a.re  more  than  eight  million  citrus  trees 
of  all  a.ges  in  the  three  counties  of  Cameron,  Hidalgo  and  Uillacy,  and  of 
this  number  more  than  half  have  reached  bearing  age-  The  protection 
afforded  the  other  sta.tes  lies  in  the  requirement  of  Rederol  certification. 
Certificates  are  not  i ssued  , except  on  fruit  , the  growers,  packers,  and 
shippers  of  which  have  complied  with  certain  regulations  and  S3.nitary 
precautions  - 

Cooperation  is  maintained  with  Texas,  which  State,  in  tne  aggregate, 
is  contributing  during  1934  an  amount  of  $25,713  to  the  work.

The  elimination  of  the  words  "the  payment  of  such  expenses 
and  the  employment  of  such  persons  and  moans,  in  the  city  of  Wa.shing- 
ton  and  elsewhere,  and"  is  recommended  in  the  interest  of  simplifica¬ 
tion  since  the  necessary  authority  is  provided  in  the  introductory 
paragra-ph  or  preamble. 

The  elimination  of  the  words  "in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture"  proposed  in  the  Budget  estimate  will  malce  it  necessary 
to  secure  contributions  in  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  before  any 
expenditure  can  be  made.  This  may  prevent  prompt  action  in  case  of  an 
outbroair;  and  may,  unless  all  sections  arc  equa,lly  interested  and  prompt, 
prevent  or  delay  work  in  States  or  localities  which  have  provided  a.  fair 
and  a.dequahe  proportion  of  funds  required  for  work  in  their  section. 

Work  Done  Under  This  Ap'oropriation 

In  cooperation  with  Louisiana  and  Texas,  the  Bureau  conducts  a 
camoaign  for  the  eradication  of  citrus  canker,  a  bacterial  disea.se  of 
citrus  fruits  and  trees,  by  the  thorough  inspection  of  nurseries  and 
citrus  groves,  formalin  treatment  of  infected  soil,  protective  spraying 
of  groves  exposed  to  infection,  and  destruction  of  diseased  trees.  As 
a  result  of  the  vigorous  campaign,  the  disease  has  been  practically 
eliminated  from  the  commercially  important  areas,  but  scattered  infections 
still  occur  sporadically, 

Bach  State  is  now  maintaining  a  close  reinspection  of  all  citrus 
properties  and  this  will  be  continued  for  several  years  because  of  the 
extreme  infectiousness  of  the  disease,  as  scattered  infections  in  dooryard 
plantings  outside  of  commercial  districts  have  been  found  in  Texas  and 
Louisiana. 

Cooperation  is  m.aintained  with  the  States  of  Louisiana  and  Texas, 
which  States  are  contributing  in  the  aggregate  an  amount  of  $20,000  to 
the  work  during  the  fiscal  year  1934.

The  work  on  the  era,dication  of  Citrus  Canker  from  Texas  ha.s  been 
augmented  by  a  Federal  Civil  Works  project.  For  expenses  necessary  in 
a.dministra.tion  and  supervision  of  this  activity,  the  Civil  Works 
Administration  has  transferred  $1,250.  This  work  ca.rried  on  under  this 
a.llotment  will  be  completed  during  the  fisca.l  yean  1934.

The  elimination  of  the  v.prds  "  cond^icting  such  investigc.tions  of  the 
nature  and  means  of  communication  of  the  disease  of  peach  trees  known  as  pnony 
peach"  is  recommended  as  such  investigr.tions  as  may  be  necessary  will  be  car¬ 
ried  on  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry. 

The  insertion  of  the  '.vords  "and/or  prevention  of  sprea.d"  and  the  words 
"including  the  certification  of  products  out  of  the  infested  aroa.s  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  Sta^te  quarantines"  is  recommended  to  provide  authority  for  v/ork

T7ork  Done  Under  This  Appropriation 

In  cooperation  wdth  the  State  Board  of  Bntomology  of  G-eorgia  and  in¬ 
formal  cooperokion  with  officials  of  other  stakes,  the  Bureau  conducts  a  cam- 
pokgn  for  the  eradication  of  the  phony  disea.se  of  peaches,  an  infectious  virus 
confined  to  the  root  system  resulting  in  dwarfed  growth  of  the  tree  and  abnor¬ 
mally  small  and  poorly  flavored  fruit.  Inspections  are  made  in  all  States 
’vhere  the  disease  has  been  found  to  occur.  Infected  trees  are  being  removed 
by  the  State  authorities.  Scattered  infections  haye  been  found  in  the  States 
of  Alabama,  Florida,  G-oorgia,  Arkansas,  Illinois,  Oklahoma,  Louisiana,  Missis¬ 
sippi,  north  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Texas.  Continuation  of 
the  work  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  from  the  area  now 
infected.  Where  certification  of  nursery  stock  is  required  by  State  quaran¬ 
tine  regulations  as  condition  of  interstate  movement,  the  Department  is  co¬ 
operating  in  the  performance  of  inspection  v/ork.

The  work  on  the  eradication  of  phony  peach  has  been  augmented  by  the 
establishment  of  a  Federal  Civil  Works  project  to  add  in  locating  and  eliminat¬ 
ing  wild  pea,ch  trees  and  abandoned  peaxh  orchards  in  Georgia,  and  Alaoama.

This  work  has  now  reached  a  point  where  the  infestations  found  a,re  not 
only  infrequent  out  they  are  exceedingly  light  in  character  being  caused 
by  a  few  individual  insects  which  may  have  crawled  out  from  the  leaf  bases 
where  the  few  remaining  infestations  ha,vo  carried  over  to  the  leaves  where 
they  become  visible. 

Intensive  inspection  for  such  infestations  and  immediate  treatment, 
sometimes  including  treatment  of  surrounding  braes,  is  necessary.  This 
work  .accompanies  the  inspection  ’.vork  amd  is  a.  part  of  it.  A  reduction  in 
this  item  requires  a.  reduction  in  the  freqaency  with  ’.'/hich  these  inspections 
can  be  mode . 


Tfork  Done  Under  This  A'ppro-oriadion 

The  date  scale  work  is  going  ahead  v.dth  fewer  a.nd  smaller  infesta.- 
tions  being  found  every  year.  Because, of  the  possibility  tha.t  infestation 
may  persist  for  considerable  periods  of  time  under  tne  lea.f  ba^-ses  wnere 
they  are  not  visible  without  cutting  through  the  la.yers  of  fibre  -dich 
cover  them,  the  ca.reful  inspection  of  d;’te  plantings  can  not  safely  ce 
eliminated  until  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  to  insure  tnad  the  scn.le 
if  present  would  have  cravded  out  on  the  leaves  where  they  can  be  seen. 

Bor  this  reason  careful  inspections  mast  be  made  over  the  entire  a.rea. 
and  the  redaction  m.ade  in  1934  has  been  absorbed  by  lengtnening  tne  per¬ 
iod  between  these  inspections. 

Cooperation  is  maintained  vdth  Arizona  and  California,  which  States 
contributed  in  the  aggrega,te  an  amount  of  $16,400  to  the  work.

Tliis  appropriation  provides  for  investigations  of  insects  injurious  to 
forests  and  forest  products,  the  determine, tion  of  raetliods  of  control  for  sucli 
insects,  tlie  planning  and  direction  of  tlie  teclinical  phases  of  campaigns 
against  v?<.rious  outorealis  over  large  forested  areas  ca.rried  on  07  federa,!  a.nd 
Stats  agencies  or  private  ovmers.  One  of  the  important  phases  of  the  work  is 
service  i-endered  for  Dark  oeetle  contr.-ol  in  a.  cooperative  v/ay  v/itli  the  federal 
agencies,  such  as  forest  Service  and  national  Park  Service,  responsiole  for 
adinini storing  timber  lands.  In  this  cooperative  work  this  appropriation  pro-, 
vides  for  the  surveys  to  determine  the  heavily  infested  area.s  and  for  the 
direction  of  the  teclxnical  features  of  the  control  v/ork.  Such  a.dvice  is  also 
extended  to  timber  owners  and  organizations  both  with  respect  to  timber  stands 
and  recreational  a-reas.  'These  activities  have  played  a  very  important  pa-rt  in 
improving  the  standards  for  control  of  insect  pests  on  shade  trees  reo^uired 
from  commercial  concerns  and  have  saved  property  owners  and  local  communities 
considerable  sums. 

A  number  of  different  lines  of  investigations  to  determine  more  effect¬ 
ive  methods  of  controlling  forest  insect  pests  are  under  way,  among  which  are 
included  studies  on  the  mane.genient  of  forested  areas  to  prevent  losses  from 
such  pests  as  the  wliite  pins  beetle,  locust  borer,  spruce  budwom,  southern- 
pine  beetle,  etc.  The  research  and  advisory  phases  of  control  work  on  forest 
insects  are  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  federal  and  Sta.te  foresters  and 
headqueutered  at  the  regional  forest  offices  or  at  the  forest  experiment 
stations . 

funds  under  this  appropriation  are  also  used  for  investigations  on  im¬ 
portant  introduced  insect  pests  of  forest  trees.  Sorae  of  these  pests  are:  (a) 
The  Haropean  pine  shoot  moth,  which  is  becoming  widely  established  in  the 
northeast  and  is  particularly  destructive  to  pines  set  out  in  the  reforestation 
water  sheds  and  denuded  lands;  (b)  the  beech  scale  now  established  in  haine, 
hew  Hampshire  and  Vermont,  a  pest  vdiich  when  associated  with  a  f'ongus,  threatens 
the  destruction  of  our  valuable  native  beech;  (c)  the  birch  leaf  miner,  an 
insect  particularly  destructive  to  white  bircu  vfrich  is  spreading  rapidly 
through  i.iaine,  Hew  Herapshire  and  Vermont.  Investigations  on  these  and  other 
introduced  pests  include  studies  to  determine  methods  of  control  by  artificial 
means  including  the  importation,  colonization  and  distribution  of  parasites 
Vvdiich  r.io.y  aid  in  their  control.

The  possioility  of  distribution  of  the  gipsy  moth  over  long  distances 
on  shipments  of  products  v/hich  might  carry  it  is  illustroAed  hy  inspection 
records  on  such  shiuments.  Du.ring  the  period  the  quarantine  has  been  in  force 
up  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1932  more  tlian  101,672  gipsy  moth  egg  clusters 
have  been  removed  from  shipments  as  well  a,s  11,337  specimens  in  other  than  egg 
state.  Infestations  have  actually  been  discovered  on  and  removed  from  ship¬ 
ments  destined  to  every  State  except  Idaiio,  Montana,  iTevada  and  Oregon.  Tnis 
inspection  and  certification  covers  commodities  v/hich  are  grouped  into  nursery, 
quarry,  forest  and  evergreen  products.  This  certification  is  oased  on  inspec¬ 
tion  and  these  commodities  thus  inspected  and  certified  are  eligible  for  intei’- 
state  transportation.  Industries  located  within  the  infested  area  and  wnicn 
deal  with  articles  likely  to  carry  t'lis  insect  are  enabled  under  Lederal 
certification  to  ship  their  products  in  a  normal  way.

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Tb.e  elimination  of  the  words  "and  including  research  on  the  European 
corn  borer"  proposed  in  the  Budget  estimate  is  in  keeping  with  the  reduc¬ 
tion  in  work  on  this  insect.  It  is  also  in  the  interest  of  simplicity  and 
should  avoid  possible  confusion  with  the  appropriation  item  which  provides 
for  the  control  of  the  Ev.ropean  corn  borer. 

Work  Done  Under  This  Appropriation 

This  appropriation  was  used  for  studies  on  insects  affecting  cereal  and 
forage  crops  including  sugarcane  and  rice  and  investigations  for  developing 
practical  and  economical  means  for  their  control.  Among  the  insects  studied 
under  this  a.ppropriation  are  the  numerov.s  enemies  of  small  grains  such  as 
the  hessian  fly,  chinch  bug,  com  ear  worn,  army  worm,  white  grub,  billbugs, 
cutwormn,  jointworms,  webworms,  etc.  The  more  important  -pests  attacking 
forage  crops  now  being  studied  ane  leaf  hoppers,  grasshopoers ,  alfalfa  weevil, 
alfalfa,  caterpiller,  etc.  Many  cominon  insect  pests  attack  and  injure  plants 
used  both  as  cereal  crops  and  forage  crops.  Am  important  activity  now  under 
way  is  concerned  irith  the  study  of  methods  of  controlling  grasshoppers  and 
sp.rveys  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  Stade  agencies  to  determine  areas  of 
greatest  abundance  and  corresponding  deposition  of  eggs  which  might  be 
expected  to  hatch  and  produce  outbreaks  daring  the  following  summer. 

Other  investigations  carried  on  under  this  item.  a.re  concerned  'with 
insects  destructive  to  gradn  and  grain  products  in  storage.  Studies  on 
these  pests  are  concerned  with  the  doterminadion  of  the  relation  b  etween 
unsanitany  storage  conditions  and  field  infestation;  the  development  of 
methods  of  insect  control  in  teri'ainal  grain  elcvadors,  fa.miers  bins,  etc., 
by  the  use  of  fwonigants,  head  and  electricity;  ways  of  im.proving  insect 
sanitation  in  flour  mills. 

Studies  to  determine  the  value  of  parasites  in  the  control  of  the 
sugarcaaie  m.oth  borer,  studies  on  sp.gar  cane  beetle  and  insects  sus’pected 
of  ca.rrying  diseases  of  svgarcane  and  investigadions  on  various  insect 
enemies  of  rice  ane  also  provided  for  under  this  item.

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pest  on  the  east  coast  known  as  kansonia;  investigations  headtjaartered  at 
Savannah,  Georgia  to  determine  methods  of  controlling  various  Species  of 
pestiferous  sandflies  common  throughout  the  Atlantic  Coastal  Plain  ;  inves¬ 
tigations  headquartered  at  Washington,  D.C.  to  determine  the  factors  relating 
to  the  use  of  flj^  maggots  for  treating  hone  diseases: 

Investigations  on  insects  affectinm  animals  include :  Studies  he ad- 
quartered  at  Ames,  Iowa,  to  determine  methods  for  the  control  of  cattle 
grubs,  xlies  in  dairies,  etc.;  studies  of  the  habits  and  parasites  of  ticks 
conducted  at  the  laboratory  at  Brownsville,  Texas;  studies  of  important 
pests  of  sheep  and  goats,  carried  on  at  laboratories  located  at  Dallas, 

Menard  amd  Uvalde,  Texas,  special  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  screw  worm, 
a  pest  which  recently  became  unexpectedly  abundant  in  parts  of  Florida  and 
Georgia;  studies  on  insects  attacking  poultry,  conducted  at  the  laboratory 
at  Talcoma  Park,  Ma.ryland.

The  work  concerned 
with  the  coordination  and  standardization  of  methods  of  disinfecting 
plant  and  plant  products  is  provided,  for  and  carried  on  under  the 
item  "General  Administration  Expenses"  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine, 
Investigations  on  the  toxicity  of  insecticid.es  and  related  phases  of 
insect  pest  control  are  provided  for  and  carried  on  under  the  item  "Iden¬ 
tification  and  Classification  of  Insects"  in  the  Bureau  of  Entomology. 

Work  Bone  Under  This  Appropriation

of  these  prohlems  it  is  necessary  to  cut  across  crop  and  divisional 
lines.  The  infomation  obtained  from  such  studies  will  suggest 
methods  of  control  for  particular  pests  which  are  being  extensively 
studied  or  controlled  in  other  units.  These  activities  may  be  grou.ped 
into  two  units;  One  is  concerned  principally  with  studies  on  important 
phases  of  sterilization  and  disinfection  of  plants  and  plant  products, 
particularly  the  movement  of  which  is  regulated  by  State  or  Federal 
quarantines.  The  other  is  concerned  with  the  development  and  discovery 
of  insecticides  and  investigations  to  increase  our  knowledge  of  the 
methods  of  action  of  insecticides,  repellents  and  attractants  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  chemical  means  for  the  control  of  insect  pests. 

These  activities  are  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the  units  of 
the  Bureau  concerned  with  the  control  of  pests  and  in  cooperation  with 
the  Insecticide  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  aad  Soils  which 
supplies  menyof  the  materials  to  be  tested  and  analyzes  others.

Allotments  from  the  following  two  Emergency  administrations  are 
concerned  with  the  \7ork  carried  on  under  appropriation  item  which  is 
here  proposed;

The  Public  Works  Administration  has  allotted  $50,000  for  physical 
improvements  which  will  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  semi¬ 
fire  proof  laboratory  at  Beltsville,  Iferyland.  This  laboratory 

will  house  investigations  now  carried  out  on  insecticides,  etc., 
in  rented  laboratory  quarters  at  Takoma  Park,  Maryland. 

(2)  $700  from  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. — -The  Agri¬ 
cultural  Adjustment  Administration,  in  the  interest  of  extension  of 
markets  and  reduction  of  surplus  tobacco  products,  allotted  $700  for 
the  testing  of  insecticides  made  from  by-products  of  tobacco  to 
determine  their  effectiveness  in  the  control  of  certain  leo.f- feeding 
insects.  This  allotment  supplements  work  under  way  at  the  laboratory  at 
Tokoma  Park.

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Work  Done  Under  This  Appropriation 
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Transit  inspection  constitutes  the  only  means  hy  which  the  Department 
can  he  sure  that  the  safeguards  required  under  the  quarantine  regulations  are 
being  followed,  in  the  case  of  m.ail,  express  and  freight  shipments.  The  work 
consists  of  checking  such  shipments  at  important  railway  centers.  Experience 
shows  that  when  the  Department  fails  to  check  such  shipments,  uninspected,  un¬ 
treated,  and  uncertified  plants  and  other  susceptible  materials  are  transport¬ 
ed  by  common  carriers  to  uninfested  regions,  thereby  threatening  to  establish 
new  pests  in  snch  areas.  The  transit  inspection  service  not  only  turns  back 
to  the  shippers  several  thousand  such  packages  every  year,  but  keeps  the  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  copnon  carriers  informed  about  quarantine  requirements  and 
actively  supporting  them. 

Daring  the  fiscal  year  1933,  1,486  violations  of  the  Eederal  quaran¬ 
tines  ’-'ere  noted  and  appropriately  disposed  of  by  transit  inspectors  at  some 
26  transfer  points. 

Cooperation  is  maintained  with  13  States,  which  States  contribute  an 
aggregate  of  $19,617  to  the  work. 

The  States  also  report  expenditures  of  about  $35,500  on  the  inspection 
of  na.rcissus  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Eederal  bulb 
pest  quarantine,  ho  Federal  money  is  now  being  spent  on  such  inspection,  but 
the  transit  inspectors  intercept  such  violations  of  this  quarantine  as  come 
to  their  attention.

This  appropriation  is  used  to  urevent  entry  into  the  United  States  of 
injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  by  controlling  and  safeguarding  the 
entry  of  plants  and  plant  products.  It  involves  the  enforcement  of  (l) 
foreign  plant  quara,ntines  and  regulatory  orders  issued  under  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  a.mended;  (2)  rales  and  regula.tions  governing  the 
entry  into  the  United  States  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles,  etc.,  from 
Mexico;  (3)  the  Act  of  1905  governing  the  importation  of  living  insects  into 
the  United  States;  and  (4)  regulations  governing  the  shipment  of  plants  and 
plant  products  to  the  mainland  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico.

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Work  Done  Under  AD'oropriation 


The  work  conducted  under  this  apuropriation  item  consists  of  the 
sanitary  inspection  and  certification  of.  domestic  plants  and  plant  products 
intended  for  shipment  to  foreisn  co^ontries,  in  order  that  these  products  may 
carry  such  certification  as  may  he  required  hy  the  country  of  destination  as 
a  condition  of  entry.  A  nominal  charge  is  made  for  this  work. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1933,  the  quantity  of  material  certified  was 
200“^  grep.ter  than  in  19  32,  and  there  was  an  increase  of  70*^  in  the  number  of 
certificates  issued.  Judging  from  the  first  six  months  of  the  Fiscal  Year 
1934,  the  quantity  of  material  tha,t  will  he' certified  this  fiscal  year  will 
he  approximately  the  same  as  during  the  fiscal  year  1933. 

Cooperation  is  maintained  with  eight  States,  ’^hich  States  contribute 
annually  an  aggregate''.,  of  about  $2^250  to  the  work. 


Authorization  Covering  Purchase  of  Passenger-Carrying  Vehicles 

A  reduction  from  $33,625  to  $12,750  is  submitted  in  the  passenger¬ 
carrying  vehicle  author i zat io n  for  1935.  It  is  not  certain  that  available 
funds  will  permit  the  purchase  of  even  the  automobiles  listed  in  the 
Budger  schedule,  but  authority  is  desired  for  their  purchase  if  funds 
prove  sufficient,  as  they  represent  only  the  most  urgent  transportation 
needs.  With  three  exceptions,  these  vehicles  are  replacements.  These 
three  additions  are  planned  in  order  to  permit  entomological  field  workers 
to  cover  more  economically  and  effectively  the  territory  assigned  to  them. 
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
